The Bureaux made necessary in the prosecution of the business 
of the Store are Bakery, Stable, Gas Works and Clothing, a brief 
account of such as relate directly is also submitted. 

In the matter of the Bakery, where the superintendency is divided, 
and the consequent responsibility also divided, I propose only to 
give so much as comes under my supervision, and would refer you 
to Mr, Chancellor's report for the balance.

Q comparing tlie foregoing statements with those of former years, 
be seen that there lias been an increase in the number of 
EentB treated- A considerable number of the injured admitted to 
i Institution were in a dying condition, and many ot them expired 
RthiD twenty-four hours after admission. This, in a great meaa- 
PBi adds to the death rate of the Hospital, and, taking into consid- 
Efttion these facts, the per centage of deaths has been for tlie past 
r years gnidually on the decrease. 
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This is an evidence of the Hkill and attention of the medical stafi^ 
the high standard of nursing and the excellent sanitary conditioD of 
the Institution. 

THE STURGES PAVILION. 

This building, situated on the grounds of BeUevue, and of which 
mention has been made in a former report, was opened for the re- 
ception of patients on the 22d day of April, 1879, since which time 
it has received forty-three patients, upon whom surgical operations 
had been performed in the main building. Of this number thirty- 
nine were successfully treated, and four died. This is evidence of 
excellent results, and shows the great necessity of having many such 
pavilions. It is certainly very gratifying to the gentleman who do- 
nated this beautiful building to know that his generosity has been the 
means of alleviating so much suffering. 

THE PAVILION FOR THE INSANE. 

This building, also situated on the grounds of BeUevue, was 
opened for the reception of patients on the 21st day of June, 1879. 
A trained nurse from the Island Hospital was placed in charge of the 
female department, and a trained orderly from the Insane Asylum 
on Ward's Island was placed in charge of the male department 
Since it has been opened four hundred and three patients have been 
temporarily cared for, few of them remaining in the building over 
ten days. Frequently, owing to the low condition of patients, we 
have found it necessary to remove them to the main building, where 
they would be free from noise, and they would be retained there un- 
til in condition to be transferred to the Asylums on the Island. The 
deaths in this branch of the Institution have been very few. 

The increase in the number of cases of insanity and alcpholism 
during the past year, and the great necessity of separating this class 
of patients, has proved the need of such a building, and an evidence 
of the wise precaution of your Honorable Board in having it erected. 

. STEAM HEATING. 

During the past year your Honorable Board has had placed in this 
Institution two new steam boilers in place of the six which had been 
previously in use. It is a fact that these two boilers do the same 
work -at a considerable saving to the department, requiring less fuel 



lad less labor. The building is aB well lieatsil as with the old syi 

The removal of the excessive number of old boilers has giveB 1 
space for a new extra-diet kitchen, and your Honorable Board 
has had erected a new range of larger diraensious than has hereto- 
fore been in use. This has been greatly needed for the past few 
years. As it ia now, Bellevue Hospital has as complete an extra- 
diet kitchen as any hospital of like character. 

AMBULANCE DEPARTMENT. 

For the past year there have been 1,886 calls for ambulances to 
the different precincts and other places in the city, to all of which 
the thorough-disciplined ambulance corps of this department has 
responded with alacrity. In tlie past year it has been found neces- 
sary to purchase several young, strong horses, two new ambulances, 
besides having several of the old ones repaired in a thorough man- 
ner. Tour Honorable Board having made these additions to this de- 
partment, has enabled us to respond with great promptness to the 
many calls when accidents have occun-ed. 

THE EMERGENCY HOSPITAL, 
Situated at No. 223 East Twenty-sixth street, has pi-oved its neces- 
sity within the past year. The number of admissions have been one 
hundred and seventy-two. Number of birtlis, one hundred and 
thirty-four. The number admitted after confinement, twenty-two. 
Number of deaths : Adults, four ; children, eleven ; still-births, 
seventeen. This little Institution, with but twelve beds, is in itself 
a great charity, and has been the means of sheltering and relieving 
a nmnber of women who are taken suddenly ill, and whose con- 
dition in life necessitates their seeking a public asylum, and 
they have the means of immediate relief without being obliged 
to endure the hardship of a transfer to the Island with its possi- 
ble ill results. It is very probable that in the course of time your 
Honorable Board will find the necessity of esteuiling this great 
charity. The nursing cannot be surpassed, as the attending 
physician will testify. The sanitary condition of the building is 
vouched for by the few deaths and the fact that fever of any kind 
has not existed at any time. The results of the treatment at tliis 
Institution has been better, and will compare more than favorably 
with any institution of the kind in the country. Although I have 
the pleasure of reporting to your Honorable Board the good results 
it the treatment of patients at the Institution for-the past year, I ajQ

obliged to record a sad event which occnrred on the 6th day of De- 
cember last. At 10:55 p. m. fire was discovered in pavilions 31 and 
32 by the nurse in charge. The building was occupied by females 
and children. The nurse gave the alarm, but the flames were so 
rapid that it was with great difficulty that most of the invalids were 
removed. As it was, three of the children were smothered in the 
smoke, and one of the females died of fright after she was removed 
from the building. The fire department were very prompt to our 
call, but the building being of wood was almost entirely destroyed. 
The fire evidently occurred in a portion of the building designated 
the nurse's room, but how it was caused is as yet unknown. Every- 
thing has been done to discover the cause, and an investigation by 
Fire Marshal Sheldon has failed to account for this most singular 
accident. 

THE KECEPTACLE FOR THE DEAD. 

I beg leave to call the attention of your Honorable Board to this 
branch of the department. The present building is a small shed 
built upon a bulkhead at the foot of Twenty-Sixth street. It is a 
small building, and really unfit for the purpose for which it is used. 
It is built entirely of wood, and it has become thoroughly impreg- 
nated with foul odors which, in warm weather, are very offensive. 
During the past year 4,118 bodies have been passed in and out of 
this shed, and many of them in an advanced state of decomposition. 
For the past five years, during which time I have had chaise of the 
Institution, the average number of dead has been about 4,200 per 
year. These bodies are brought from all parts of the city and 
county, those who died in the streets from accident or otherwise, the 
city hospitals, and all the institutions in charge of your Honorable 
Board. This building is certainly an unfit receptacle for the city's 
dead. For a great metropolis like New York, with over a million of 
inhabitants, it certainly should have a proper place for the bodies of 
such persons who die and are taken care of by the authorities. I 
would respectfully suggest the building of a proper receiving vault 
upon the grounds lately occupied by the old pavilion alongside of 
the Museum, It could be built at a small cost to the city. It need 
be but 25 by 75 feet, built entirely of stone, about 4 feet above and 4 
feet below the surface, and thus would not interfere with any build- 
ing now on the grounds. The place would be always cool, and with 
a proper ventilating shaft would certainly be a desirable receptacle 
for tiie deed. 



MECHANICAI. LABOR. 

\/As iiBual, the meichanical work and unskilled labor of light char- 
ter has been performed by volunteer and Workhouse help. Dur- 
; the past year there have been manufactured two entirely new 
ishing machines, two large dooi-s for boiler house, new storm doors 
d old ones repaired and erected, also new floors in drug store, 
altering and repairing four hundred springs, making fracture beds 
and boxes, crutches and screens, also new sash to cases in Museum 
for exhibiting anatomical specimens, repairing floor, water closets, 
etc., throughout the entire building. The cellars have all been reno- 
vated and whitewashed during fthe past season, and are perfectly 
aweet and clean. The building throughout, the wards, hallways, etc., 
have been kalaomined and painted, and the woodwork groined. Alto- 
gether, the building has been kept in good repair. 
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SUPPLIES. 



During the past year, and in accordance with the usual prompti- 
tnde and forethought of your Honorable Board, the supplies sent to 
this Institution have been of excellent quality. The meats, eggs, fish, 
bread, vegetables, etc., have been furnished as required, and in suf- 
ficient quantities. 

In my last annual report I mentioned the advantage derived from 
the erection of the towers containing the bath rooms and closets. 
The removal of the old closets and disconnecting all sewer pipe from 
the main building has had the desired effect of bettering the sanitary 
condition of the building. There are more towers now in course of 
erection, and I beg that your Honorable Board will not cease in the 
good work until they are all complete. 

The Medical Board and Visiting Staff of Physicians and Surgeons 
have never ceased in their charitable work in attending the sick poor 
and giving their valuable time and advice in alleviating suffering. 
The House Staff have been very attentive in the performance of their 
duties, and the Ambulance Surgeons have been always prompt in at- 
tendance when their services were required. 

The various officers and employes at this Institution have attended 

to their duties regularly and conducted themselves in a manner

It will be observed that the death rate is 7| per cent, of all cases 
treated and 8 2-10 per cent, of cases admitted during the year. 
The character of the cases treated and the other causes tending to 
keep up the death rate were sufficiently commented upon in the re- 
port of this Board for the year 1878. 

During the past year the Sturges Pavilion, mentioned in the last 
report, has been put into actual use. It was opened on the 27th of 
April, 1879, and from that time until the end of the year there were 
treated in it forty-three surgical cases, nearly all of a serious char- 
acter, with but four deaths. The appointments of the Pavilion are 




all that can be desired, -nd in it cases are as safe from the graver 
BUi^ca' complications, so common in hospitals, as they can be in 
any pablie institution. 

During the year the PaviKon for the Insane has been completed, 
aJid on the Slst of June last was formally opened. It is divided into 
a male and a female department, and is so arranged that each patient 
during his short stay in the building can be carefully guarded and at 
the aame time have a small, tidy and well-ventilated apartment to 
himself : a condition of affairs incomparably more comfortable than 
the cells previoualy used for lodging this class of patients. Dui-ing 
the half year, since the opening of the building, 403 patients have 
been lodged in the pavilion. 

This Board desires to express its gratification that additional 
towers for water-cloaets are building, and its hope that your Honor- 
able Board will soon be able to complete the entire number needed, 
and thus end the nuisance from present system. 

The disastrous fire which iu December destroyed the old pavilion, 
constituting Wards 31 and 32, resulted in an immediate loss of life 
to four persons. By reason of the loss of these two wards other 
wards have been unavoidably overcrowded, and some cases have 
been forced upon the Stui^es Pavilion which would not otherwise 
have been sent there. It is to be hoped that at the earliest possible 
moment this unusual pressure upon the wards will be relieved by 
the erection of suitable pavilions. 

Another and more serious cause of anxiety exists in the having 
in the main building cases of erysipelas, rendered necessary by the 
destruction of the old pavilion near the river, formerly used for their 
isolation. The erection of a new isolation pavilion is the most press- 
ing need of the hospital at the present time. 

A Bu'ject which has interested this Board to a great degree dur- 
ing the past few months is the question of how the existing law re- 
garding the admission of patients may be modified as to permit per- 
sons uesiring treatment in this hospital to enter it on payment of 
board money sufficient to cover the entire cost of such treatment. 
Several conferences, more or less formal, between your Honorable 
Board and this Board have been held, and this Board desires to 
again call attentioa tn the urgent need of obtaining at once the legis- 
lation requisite in the matter. 
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This Board is pleased to learn that a plan for the better care of 
the immense number of dead bodies received at the dead-house is 
under consideration. If four thousand bodies must annually be 
temporarily deposited within the grounds of the Hospital, it is cer- 
tainly eminently desirable they should be made as little offensiTe 
and be as well protected as possible. The inadequacy of the present 
shed to meet these requirements needs no comment.

The following tables, in the order in which they are placed, show 
the number of monthly admissions, discharges and deaths, the nam- 
ber of injuries brought by ambulance, police, and otherwise, and of 
which number inquests have been held by coroners ; accompanied 
by a statement of those admitted during the year ; also the number 
of cases treated at the Dispensary, with a classification of their dis- 
ease, and also that uf the Hospital. 

As the different tables indicate, an increase of 112 or 20 per cent, 
has been realized. This increase can be attributed to the many im- 
provements that have continnally taken place in this vicinity during 
the past year, such as the construction of the "Elevated Bailroad," 
opening of streets, etc. 



k 
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The great benefit derived from this Hospital by the laboring class, 
can be placed on a higher and grander scale than of any other institu- 
tion of its like in the metropolis ; its situation is in the center of 
improvements, so that those poor unfortunates are, as it were, under 
our observation continually ; when stricken down by injury, the occu- 
pation of but a few minutes ensue when they are placed on a clean, 
warm bed, with all the requirements necessary at hand. Another 
great benefit derived from its situation is the constant supply of pure 
air, in fact everything that nature can appropriate beneficially is at 
our hand. 

Our rate of mortality averages 42 or 7^ per cent. With so great a 
number of the severest forms of injury followed by the above num- 
ber of fatal terminations, we can look back on the past year as a 
success. Owing to an increase of deaths this year over that of last, 
I concluded to write a tabulated statement of the causes thereof, the 
number of hours lived after admission, etc.; which will be found con- 
nected with my report. 

Our efforts in the treatment of the different and varied injuries 
and diseases have been, as before stated, very succ/essful. The am- 
putations (disregarding fingers and toes) number but two out of a 
total number of twenty-seven compound fractures, one being a 
crushed foot, caused by an accidental fall beneath a train, Symes' 
operation being performed, treated by Lister ; good result ; the other 
being a crushed forearm produced similar to the former, amputated 
about three inches below elbow, open treatment carried out, also a 
good result. Of the compound fractures six were of the head. Of 
these four were discharged cured (two compound fractures of parie- 
tal and two of the frontal bones), and two died, both being fractures 
of the parietal bone, one from brain lesions, the other foreign from 
the head injury (rupture of the intestines). 

The simple fractures number sixty-one (omitting fingers and toes). 
Of this number eleven were fractures of the base of the skull ; eight 
died, and three were discharged cured. 

A case of compound dislocation of both thighs was admitted dur- 
ing the year. Insolation cases number ten with no deaths. It will 
thus be observed that the nature of the injuries received at this In- 
stitution class among the severest forms. 

The Dispensary during the past year has been continuing its noble 
work, being patronized by the poorer class. Malaria, the greatest 
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enemy of the poor mau, in tlie upper distriote of the city, is gradu- 
ally disappearing, owing to a more complete druuiage of lands in the 
vicinity, where once the Dispensary was thronged daily by a shaking 
humanity. It is now occupied by a more varied classification of dis- 
ease, much more acceptable to the physicians, and no doubt to your 
Honorable Board, as quinine, whose enormous price always swelled 
our list, can now be partly laid aside. The facilities for carrying on 
the Dispensary have been much bettered. The drugs furnished us 
during the year have been of good quality. The prescriptions dis- 
pensed number seven thousand one hundred and fifteen. 

The sanitary condition of the Hospital has been very satisfactory 
throughout the year. All walls, ceilings, etc., are cleaned thoroughly 
every two weeks, the floor throughout the building scrubbed every 
other day, and disinfectants continually used. A number of improve- 
ments have been made during the year, the building has been re- 
painted, the Doctors', Steward's and Apothecary's apartments have 
been recarpeted, two new water-closet basins, the introduction of hot 
and cold water in the Dispensary, the construction of an examina- 
tion room, furnished with hot and cold water and necessary reqnire- 
ments, the building of a sewer connecting with the main in 99th street, 
three Babcock Fire Extinguishers, a quantity of Ward furniture, ad- 
ditional Surgical Instruments, and other necessary improvements. 

A few more improyements are very essential, such as a new floor- 
ing for the Male Wards and Dispensary ; another ambulance in place 
of the sick wagon, as a call for ambulance is often received while it is 
responding to a previous one, the only resort then being to forward 
the sick wagon, a vehicle not as suitable as an ambulance, two ambu- 
lances thus being more preferable ; also, the repairing of the one on 
hand, it being in a very poor condition. Our Female Ward could al- 
most be continually occupied by female patients, if we were allowed a 
nurse. Oftentimes severe surgical cases are admitted, requiring the 
attention of a nurse, the only resort being to obtain the required 
aseistance from Bellevue Hospital, which we are often tmable to get, 
on account of the need of their assistance there. A small compensa- 
tion for & Xight Orderly at this Institution would be very beneficiaL 
The classes occupying that position under the present circumstances 
are so unreliable ; cases in need of the best of care fall in their 
bands ; working without any remuneration, except board, they con- 
sider their responsibility so trivial tliat at times none of the orders 
Ktt executed, and, if discharged, can gain admission to some other j 

a i 
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iDStitution. Tlie erection of a. partitioQ a few feet in height from tlie 
drug counter would be very denirable, as the Dispenaary patients 
keep continuiilly leaning and chatting over the counter, while Hie 
Druggist is occupied in the preparation of prescriptions, thereby 
being of considerable annoyance to him. The last, but by far not 
the least, is the oonstruction of a Pavilion connected with the Hob- 
pital. The need of this can be well exemplified by the past year's 
record. The upper districts of the City are becoming rapidly popu- 
lated, and the present year opening with probabilitiea of far more 
ndmiBsions than the last, having been customary, our surplus has 
always found shelter under the roof of Bellevue Hospital, but the 
time is now at hand when the surplus embrace cases not in fit condi- 
tion to be driven over rough avenues and streets, thereby endangering 
lives ; a Pavilion would financially amount to a trifling expense, when 
compared with the great benefit that would be derived therefrom. 
There is ample room on gi-ounda adjoining the Hospital, which ia 
used at present simply as a grass plat. I hope your Honorable Board 
will thoroughly consider the last requested improvement. 

During the past year a few changes have taken place in regard 
to the officers of the Institution. The term of Dr. J, B. McDermott 
having expired, I was appointed to succeed him, and Dr. B. D. Marsh 
chosen to fill the vacancy left by my promotion. The Apothecary, 
Henry Savage, was transferred to the Out-Door Poor Dispensary, 
and Dennis Shay appointed in his stead. 

On the 26th of September your Honorable Board concluded, with 
the approval of Prof. Jas. R. Wood, to reorganize the management of 
the Institution, and place it under a new regime by transferring the 
management thereof into the hands of a Resident Physician, thereby 
making his position permanent, the result being that you appoint' 
ed me. 

I desire to acknowledge the skillful advice given me by Prot Jas. 
Ef. Wood, Surgeon- in- CI lief, in the treatment of the different cases at 
this Hospital, and for his kindness not only to the sufferers, but alao 
toward me ; also, his suggestions in regard to other matters .pertain- 
ing to the welfare of the Institution. 

Dr. W. F. Fluhrer, Supervising Surgeon, deserves great credit for 
the successful results experienced in the treatment of the different 
injuries, and I fully appreciate the beneficial advice given me 
by him. 
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The construction of the more complicated tables following is due 
greatly to the assistance rendered by the Steward, Mr. Stone. 

The duties of Matron have been carried out very satisfactorily by 
Mrs. Stone. 

The Orderly, Mr. Fred. Jensen, has been very faithful in the dis- 
charge of his duties. 

The Bev. Father Galligan deserves great credit for his punctuality 
in answering the numerous caUs to the dying in need of spiritual 
advice ; Bev. Dr. Peters attending to the wants of those connected 
with the Protestant denominations. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my thanks to your Honorable 
Board for the favor extended me by the receival of the appointment 
as Besident Physician, also for the kindness shown me and assistance 
rendered, while conducting the affairs of the Institution under my care.

Oentlehen — We desire to call the attention of your Hoiiorable Board 
to the extent and character of the work performed at the Ninety-Ninth 
Street Hospital during the past year, as exhibited in the statistical tables 
in the report of the Resident Physician. 

The number of patients admitted, suffering from broken bones alone 
(eighty-eight in all, or more than onenseventh of the total number of 
admissions), indicates the imperative need of maintaining the Hospital 
Of the remainder of patients most were suffering from diseases or injuries 
of a serious character, and calling for prompt relief. 

There is a feature of the Hospital work worthy of special note in these 
days of abuse of medical charity, and that is that the patients belong to 
the poorest class. 

Through its excellent Ambulance Service the Hospital is able to extend 
succor to all cases of injury occurring in the upper Wards of the city. 

The region in which the Hospital is located is now accessible by 
means of the "Elevated Eailroad," and there is every reason to believe 
that there will be an increased niunber of accidents in that district 

We urge upon your Honorable Board the necessity of maintaining the 
Hospital and continuing it in its present location, believing its abolition 
would be a public misfortune.

*rhe averse number of applicants, moutbly, thi'oi^h this office 
IB 1,403 ; daily averaf;ed (excluding Sundays), 53 ; greatest daily 
number, 103. There i.s as much necessity, at present, for the reform 
in the mode of admissions, as recommended in my Beport for 1878, 
as there was at that time ; 2,237 cases were admitted during 1878, of 
which admissions this office has never been notified ; and it explains 
in part the difficulty experienced, and frequently the impossibility of 
locating, a patient for inquirers.

ALMS HOUSE CASES. 

On February 20 of the past year your Honorable Board granted 
me permission to seud oases to tbe Alms House direct, without n 
taining them until a permit could be received from the Superintei 
dent of Out-Door Poor. It has proved to Iw a very great improve- 
ment on the former plan. 

Exclusive of the cases of pregnancy at seven months, which were 
sent temporarily to the Alms House, in order to avoid overcrowding 
in the Waiting Wards of Charity, there have been admitted from this 
office to the Alms House 129 cases, namely : 54 males and 75 females, 
their average being 67 years. 

BELLEVUE HOSPITAL. 

The usual class of cases, acute diseases and recent severe injuries, 
with some exceptions, have been admitted to the number of 6,960 

EMEBGENOy HOSPITAL. 

One hundred and thirty-six women in labor, and 17 eases of mis-' 
carriage, threatened abortion, etc., making a total of 153 cases, 
were admitted. But 3 non-residents were admitted, which is eighi 
(8) leas than in the previous year, 

NON-KE8IDENT8. 

Including 33 cases of Insanity, there were treated in Bellevoe g 
the Emergency Hospitals 104 non-residents. 

There ia an increase of 24 cases of insanity compared with las 
year ; but as these cases were returned to their proper counties < 
States for treatment, the actual number treated and retained in thi 
Hospitals of the Department was only 71 cases, which ia 53 less thai 
1878, and 446 less than 1877. I am happy to state that I have beei 
successful in making the number ao small by carefully excluding sucl 
cases as were non-residents, provided they needed no immediat 
treatment 

The disparity between the number of non-residents above and thi 
total 129 in the last column of Table A is made up by cases that 
ceived temporary treatment in the Dispensary, and are charged 
that column in Table B. 



CHABITY HOSPITAL 
The number of cases admitted to this HoBpital was 6,072. Over- 
crowdiiiR has been avoided more or less by the admissioii of cases to 
the Randall's Island Hospital. 

EPILEPTIC AND PARALYTIC HOSPITAL. 

A smaller number of eases (162) have been admitted than in 1878. 
There is a necessity for some place of proper dimension or capacity 
for these cases. They are obviously improper cases for general 
admission, and are nearly all incurable. Owing to this hospital 
being nearly always filled, it is necessary to scatter these unfortu- 
nates (epileptics) among the different hospitals. 

HOMtEOPATHIO HOSPITAL. 
3,079 cases have been admitted. The instructions of your Honor- 
able Board relative to the admission of cases to this Hospital in defer- 
ence to a patient's wish or the i-equest of a physician, have been care- 
fully obeyed, unless, when the census, which is the basis of distribu- 
tion, indicated differently. An impartial division has been made 
between the HomcBopathic and Charity Hospitals. 

RANDALL'S ISLAND HOSPITAL. 
The small number of cases admitted (233) ia accounted for by the 
fact that only since August 11 of last year were cases sent to this 
Hospital, in accordance with the order of your Honorable Board. 
Two boats stopping daily would be of great assistance in relieving 
the general crowding of the Hospitals during the winter months. 

HART'S ISLAND HOSPITAL. 
I The usual class of cases, 850 in number, were admitted. 
Table A shows the number of cases admitted, referred, etc.; the 
tes with which they were affected, and the wards of the city in 
[lich they reside. 

Rheumatic diseases are classed as "General Diseases," and 
pFoisons" includes mostly cases of attempted suicide. 

The rest of the classification needs no further explanation. 
\ Table B shows the number of patients admitted to each of th« 
toTeral hospitals of the Department, those referred, etc 
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By deducting the cases sent to Bellevue Hospital of each class of 
diseases the ratio of acute to chronic diseases (with few exceptions) 
can readily be approximated. 

VENEREAL CASES. 

There were 1,441 Venereal cases ; 1,387 were admitted, as shown in 
B ; 54 were referred to the Dispensary. Included in the above are 
1,131 ambulance and 238 police cases. 

The necessity for a correct record of admissions to the Emergency 
Hospital is again respectfully referred to your Honorable Board, 
shown in my report for 1878. 

Table C shows the prevalence of non-contagious diseases during 
the different months, and to a certain extent some of the influences 
creative of disease. 

In closing the year's work I desire to express my thanks to your 
Honorable Board for the kindness and courtesy extended to me.

Public Chai'itiea and Correction. 

Snt. — I herewith respectfully submit the Annual Beport of the 
Institutions under my charge during the past year. 

There were in Charity Hospital at the close of 1878, 814 patients. 
There were admittted during the year 1879, 6,174, making the total 
number under treatment, 6,988. 

Of this number, 360 died, or 5.15 per cent, of the number treated, 
against 488 last year. 

This increase in the rate of mortality is accounted for by the feet 
of cases having remained longer in the wards, owing to the small 
number transferred to other institutions, as compared with preyious 
years, thus diminishing the number of admissions, while the average 
daily census was not diminished. 

Two fatal accidents have occured during the year — one by a fall 
from a window, and one by drowning, the particulars of which have 
already been reported to your Honorable Board. 

The wards have been at no time crowded. 

The Medical service of the Hospital has varied but little from that 
of previous years. But few cases of erysipelas have occurred in 
the wards, and these of a mild form. No other contagious or epi- 
dermic disease has visited the Hospital during the year. 

IMPBOVEMENTS. 

The ironing-room of the laundry has been removed to the " Half- 
Way House," generously donated to the Department by the Board 
of Health. The steam drying apparatus, after being thoroughly 
repaired was removed to the ironing-room, and a commodious Kitch- 
en for the preparation of extra diet has beeti fitted up in the old dry- 
ing-room. 



The flagging of the Diain Kitchen has been entirely relaid and the 
Kitchen has also been provided with a. new and improved drain ; the 
ateam-fittiugs and ovens have been thoroughly repaired and the en- 
tire Kitchen has been painted and whitewashed. 

The Nurses' Kitchen has been enlai^ed and put in good condition. 

A new tin roof has been put upon the boiler-house. 

The entire plumbing and steam-fittino; of the cellar has been care- 
fully inspected and all defects remedied. Lai^e steam coils have been 
placed in the more exposed and eolder wards, and the windows of the 
same have been fitted with weather-strips ; at no time during the 
year have we been imable to raise the temperature of any ward to the 
proper degree. 

The gas supply has been gi-eatly improved by the repaii-s to the 
main pipe, and the quantity received is now sufficient. Minor im- 
provements and repairs have been made as they were called for. 

A considerable portion of the building has been painted. 

The grounds around the Hospital have been much improved dur- 
ing the year. 

Gates have been erected at the entrances to the several wards 
upon the top floor of the Hospital, and these patients completely iso- 
lated from the others. This measure has perceptibly improved the 
discipline of the Hospital. 

With the exception of the erection of a new laundry, for which it is 
understood an appropriation has been made, there would seem to be 
nothing urgently required in connection with the Hospital, other than 
the ordinary repairs, which can be made from time to time by the 
inmates. 

Patients are still transferred from the "Workhouse, which trans- 
fers I have again to recommend should cease, except, perhaps in cases 
of venereal disease. 

The following changes have occurred in the Medical Board of the 
Hospital during the year. 

Resignations. — Drs. C. S. Bull, Thos. E. Pooley, D. M. Corbv 
and 0. C. Lee. 



36 

Appointments. — Drs. Peter A. Callan, T. J. AuiBN, E. J. Peok and 
John H. Suasey. 

Dr. C. C. Lee was appointed Consulting Surgeon. 

The House Staff at present on duty, as well as the preceding one, 
are entitled to especial commendation for the manner in which thev 
have discharged their responsible duties. 

The addition of eight physicians, to serve as Junior Assistants, has 
proved of great value to the Hospital 

There have been no changes in the Staff of the Curators. 

There have been made during the year 165 autopsies. 

The pathological specimens in the museum have been put in good 
condition. 

DRUG STORE. 

In the Apothecaries Department there has been expended for drugs 
$10,219.71, for liquors $2,494.17, a considerable portion of which was 
furnished the Almshouse and Workhouse. 

The Assistant Apothecary resigned, and was succeeded by John F. 
Camman. 

Extensive repairs have been made in the drug store during the 
year, including a new counter, sets of drawers, and tin or iron recep- 
tacles for all inflammable materials. 

In connection with the drug store I desire to call the attention of 
your Honorable Board to the fact, that nearly all drugs furnished the 
Workhouse and Almshouse, are sent in bulk instead of in the form of 
prescription, and hence could I believe be sent to better advantage 
from the General Drug Department direct. It would also avoid the 
manifest injustice of charging this Institution with several thousand 
dollars for drugs and liquors for which no equivalent is received. 

TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 

The Training School for Nurses is in a flourishing condition. Those 
in the school during the year have been for the most part ladies of 
considerable refinement and education, and they have almost without 
exception, performed their duties faithfully and have made commen- 
dable progress in their studies. 



Oue death has occurred in the school dunug the year, tliat of Miss 
Ada Vau Duzor, who died on the 4th of December, after an tusoeed- ' 
ingly painful illness of 4 days. 

The Annual Commencement of the suhool occurred on the 25th of 
September, The exercises were held in the same room as on previ- 
ous years. They were presided over by Ex-Comraisaioner Bailey. 
There were present upon the stage, Ex-Mayor "Wickham, all of the 
members of your Honorable Board, Dr. A. E. Macdonald, and several 
prominent city officials ; essays were read by several members of the 
graduating class. At the close of the exercises diplomas were pre- 
sented to the following ladies :

The suAess of the graduates of the school continues to be all that 
could be desired. Thus far during the year all have been employed, 
a.nd many more could have found employment, at remunerative wages. 
There were, so far as can be learned, no complaints against any one 
of them, either by physician or patient. 



MATERNITY HOSPITAL. 



The success of the Maternity Hospital has been very good, so far 
as puerperal fever is concerned, there having been but one slight.epi- 
dermic, which was at once arrested. 

There were 254 births during the year, with 11 deaths of women. 
There has been a marked improvement iu the condition of these wo- 
men, since the plan was adopted of using one of the pavilions for wo- 
men awaiting confinement, and the other for those already contiued. 



In fact, the change has been so gi*eat, that no further argument should 
be needed to insure the immediate erection of additional buildings 
upon the grounds, of a sufficient capacity to accommodate the entire 
service. 

The following improvements have been made upon the pavilions 
now in use. Double windows have been placed upon the exposed 
sides of the buildings. Blinds have been purchased for all the win- 
dows, and additional doors have been placed in the wards, so that we 
are enabled to maintain the requisite degree of heat in the coldest 
weather. 

A new soup boiler has been added to the Kitchen and a brick wall 
has been laid between the two houses. The grounds around the 
buildings have been materially improved, there is believed to be no- 
thing wanting to conduce to the welfare and comfort of the inmates 
of this hospital. 

EPILEPTIC AND PAEALTTIC HOSPITAL. 

The Epileptic and Paralytic Hospital remains in pretty much the 
same condition as last vear. Most of the cases are chronic and in- 
curable, and should be provided for elsewhere, as they cannot be ben- 
efitted by medical treatment. 

Drs. Mason and Bulkley have resigned from the medical Staff, and 
Drs. S. N. Leo, and J. J. Delaney have been appointed to fill these 
vacancies. 

The House Physician, Dr. W. E. Cladek, resigned in^ April, and 
Dr. F. J. Ives, one of the Assistants on the Staff of Charity Hospital, 
has since acted as House Physician on this service. 

Charles E. Cisco, who had been employed for many years as orderly, 
died in August, and was succeeded by Frank Farrel. 

PENITENTIAEY. 

The health of the prisoners in the Penitentiary has been exception- 
ally, good for the past year. There were admitted to the hospital 
wards, during the year 355, of whom 11 died. The hospital wards 
have been materially improved by the removal of adjoining rooms and 
partitions, which obstructed, to a considerable extent, light and ven- 
tilation. 

The work of the Bible and Fruit Mission, and the St. Elizabeth 
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Guild has been energetically prosecuted among the inmates of these 
Institutions during the year. We are also indebted to the individual 
efforts of Mrs. Hall, Mrs. Lampe and others, for providing many com- 
forts for our patients. 

The officers of the institution are each entitled to credit for the ef- 
ficient manner in which their duties have been discharged. 

Appended to this report, are the tables called for by the regulations 
of the Hospital. 

In conclusion, I beg to express to your Honorable Board^ my thanks 
for your cordial co-operation in all matters pertaining to the welfare 
of these Hospitals.

Sib — .It becomes my duty to present to your Honorable Board a 

report concerniug the workiiiga of the Homc^opathie Hospital, for the 

year euiling 1879. This 'labor is imposed upiiii rae by reason of tlie 

_ fact that the former Chief of Staff, Dr. E. Cook Webb, through a 

Danltiplicity of other and more important duties no doubt, failed to 

^seut a record of his own efforts during the last year of his admiii- 

tration. Being called to the management of this Institution but 

' Tery recently, my appointment dating only fi'om the Slst of March, 

1880, 1 can give but a brief account of its operations during the 

period just mentioned ; and offer such suggestions only, in the line of 

improvements, ae a cursory glance at the building and the wards 

may have dictated as advisable and urgent. 

To begin with, then, we beg leave to present a table showing the 
number of admissions, discbarges, recoveries and deaths, at this 
Hospital, during the year 1879, as indicated by the records.

The remaining statistical tables will be found in the appendix to 
this report Tliese tables are from records kept by Dr. Webb. 

We are happy to state that on assuming charge we found the hos- 
pital in a clean and orderly condition, which reflects credit upon the 
previous management. 

The records of the Institution show that no serious epidemic has 
prevailed, and the percentage of deaths has been moderate. The 
B of " recoveries " and " improvements" compare favorably 
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with those of any previoun year of tlie Hospital's hiHtory, as will be 
seen on reference to the proper table. 

Clinical Lectures to students, by the Visiting Board, have been 
continued, as usual, with marked benefit to those who enjoyed the 
privilege of listening to them. 

The labor report, Table No. 1, appendix, shows that nuiueioiu 
minor improvements have been effected, and the condition of Uu 
building thereby considerably improved. In short the general work 
of the hospital, both medical and otherwise, has been such, as i 
be regarded as both successful and satisfactory. 

EECOMMENDATIONS. 

We now venture to recommend that jour Honorable Board takfl 
into careful consideration the feasibility of supplying this InstitntioD 
during the coming year with the following, which may be claseec 
both as improvements and imperative necessities. 

First — New floors, particularly in Ward B, which are now sadly worn. 

Second—An additional tank for water, for reserve in case of fire. 

Third — A new range in the Kitchen to replace the one in present r 
which is both small and worn out. 

Fourth — Tramways and devatora for conveying food from the kitchen tn 
the wards. 

Fifth — More laundrj' facilities, that cleanliness of clothing and bedding, 
for our increasing niunbera, may be insured. 

Sixth — A microaeope and apparatus for pathological investigatioi 

"We cannot presume to weary your patience with a long dissertft' 
tion upon our necessities ; but request your earnest attention t( 
these matters, and a thorough investigation as to their practicabilit? 
when visiting and examining the Hospital. 

REPORT or PATHOLOGIST. 

One hundred and eighteen (118) autopsies have been made, 
the notes carefully kept. A few of the more interesting ones an 
given below. Some rare and instructive specimens have been adde( 
to the Museum. 

The following supplies have been received: 1 Valentine's knife; 
lai^e urinometet and stand ; 1 dozen test tubes ; 1 rubber bnll 
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inge ; 1 blow-pipe ; 1 email pair scissora ; 4 dozen speoimen jiirn ; 
4 Iba. glycerine ; 6 galla aloohol. 

During the Autumn the Dead House was fitted up with double 
doora, containing glaas windows, and a small stove, which made it 
comfortable to work in during the Winter. 

Telegraphic communication has been established, and now the 
Curators can be notified when their services are requii'ed. 

218 Urinai-y examinations have been made and careful records 
have been kept of the results. 

The Institution is still without a microscope, a deficiency which is 
often greatly felt, as it would be of service in diagnosis and aid in a 
more minute and careful examination of morbid specimens.

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Tertiary Syphilis. 

Eaierrud appearance. — Great emaciatidn, syphilitic ulcers scattered over 
body, and especially large over the forehead ; enlarged glands in groin ; 
nodes of large size over tibia. 

Height, — Five feet 

Head, — ^Twenty inches. 

Chest. — Twenty-seven inche& 

Abdomen, — Seventeen inchea 

Thoracic Cavity, — Pericardium normal. 

Heart, — Weighed three (3) ounces; right ventricle and auricle nominal; 
pulmonary valves normal; left ventricle, tissue anaemic ; auricle normal; 
thickening and retraction of mitral valves ; aortic valves normal. 

Pleurce. — Thickened, and surface shghtly adherent in place& 

Lungs, — Left weighed five (5) ounces ; collapsed tissue normal except 
over surface; a few spots of lobular emphysema slightly pigmented; right, 
weighed nine (9) ounces ; the upper lobe slightly emphysematous, a small 
cheesy nodule, as large as a pigeon's egg, occupied the apex, a good deal 
of fibrous induration about it. 

Bronchi, — ^Dilated in spots ; mucous membrane congested and softened. 

Abdominal Cavity, — Liver. — Weighed thirty-one (31) ounces ; capsule 
thickened and with marked diaphragmatic adhesions ; edges well marked, 
tissue soft arid breaks down easily under pressure, with a soft granular frac- 
ture. 

Spleen, — ^Weighed four (4) ounces; tissue, pale and soft. 

Kidneys, — Left weighed two and a half (2J) oimces ; capsule much 
thickened and slightly adherent ; surface nodular, pale, and contains some 
small uriniferous cysts ; cortex diminished at periphery ; much increased 
between, pyramids, causing their obliteration. Right weighed two (2) 
oimces— 'Same as the other. 

Supra irmal capsules, — Normal. 

Stomach and Intestiiies, — Slightly congested.

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THE INEBRIATE ASYLUM. 
This department of our lustitutiou in ut doubtful utility, hi H four 
patients have been treated duriug the year, and the benefits to these 
have been of a questionable character. 

If an inebriate recovers at all it is generally by the proper e\6t- 
cise of his own will. 

INSANE DEPARTMENT. 

In this department we have 150 women, mostly eases of chronic 
mania and dementia. 

We regi'et to state that this building is but poorly adapted to car- 
ing for the insane. By the monopoly in this way of two of our largest 
wards, the hospital proper is contracted to such limits as precludes 
the proper classification and separation of different foi'ms of disease. 
Therefore we would respectfully urge the rpmoval of our 
more suitable quarters, that they may be more properlycared for, and 
that the ^vards hitherto diverted to this purpose may be employed 
for their ligitimate uses. 

CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion we maj' be permitted to state tliat the religious 
wanta of our patients, duriug the past year, have been faithfiilly 
ministered to by the Rev. Fathers Duranquut and Galinas, and' 
the Eev. Messrs. Willetts and Willing. The Institution was also 
favored with visits from the ladies of the Homceopathic Guild, l^( 
Guild of St. Elizabeth and the Bible and Fruit Mission, and thest 
have all furnished many delicacies and comforts to the affliotei 
ones who here find a temporary home. For these many acts tt 
kindness and chai'ity the fair donors will accept, on the behalf of 
patients, oui' grateful thanks. 

To the Medical Board for theii' cordial endorsement, and to yooi 
Honorable Board for the great honor conferred upon me, by 
appointment to the position of Chief of Staff, I tender ray profount 
obligations. Deeply sensible of the weighty responsibilities whic] 
I have assumed, I cannot but request your patient forbearance, aoi 
youi' support and encouragement, so far as I may be fonnd worthj 
and workii^ for the right. 

My most earnest eftbrts and fullest abilities will be devoted U 
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furtheriiig the wel^Q s^d^ s^curiipLg th^ ^^ps|)e^a^ of this established 
charity ; and whatever may be my own reward, I humbly trust that 
by my labors the interests of the Institution committed to my care 
may. be conserved, and the credit o£ my superior ofiLsexs enhanced.

Sm. — I have the honor to submit the following report of this lusti- 
tation for the year ending December Slsfc, 1879. 

During that time there have beeu admitted seven hundred and 
eighty (780) children, of whom three hundred and sixty-two (362) 
were orphans, and four hundred and eighteen (418) were with their 
mothers. There were in the Hospital January Ist, 1879, one hundred 
and eighty-nine {'89) children, and boarding out in Westchester 
County, aisty-five (65), making the total number cared for during the 
year ten hundred and thii-ty-fotir (1,034), a decrease of eighty-two 
(82) from last year. 

There were one hundred and eighty (180) women with children re- 
ceived from the Work-House, who were committed for drunkenness 
and disorderly conduct for terms ranging from ten (10) days to six (6) 
mouths, the remainder, two hundred and thirty-eight (238), were ad- 
mitted by Mr. Blake (Supt. Out-door Poor) from the city as destitute. 

There were one hundred and thirteen (113) foundlings received 
during the year. The children selected to board in families in West- 
chester County on the plan known a^ the " Farmed-out system," are 
taken from this class. 

The accompanying table E will show the number cared for in this 
manner at a monthly expense of twelve dollars (il2) for each child. 



The other tables will show the admissions, discbarges, adoptioi^ 
and deaths during each month, with theu' condition when admitted, 
as determined hy the esaminiug physicians, 

I take pleasure in reporting that we have succeeded in procuring 
homes for a lai^er number of children during the past year than 
dnrinR any other year in the history of the Institution. There were 
adopted to respectable families through the Supt. Out-door Poor 
twenty-five (25) orphan boys and twenty-eight (28) girls, making ft 
total of fifty-three (53). 

We were visited during the year by two epidemics, one of 8car- 
letina and one of Rubeola ; as soon as they became known we did all 
that our limited means would allow to prevent the diseases from 
spreading through the Hospital. Fortunately, they were not severe, 
and there were but few deaths from them. How the diseases were 
imported could not be learned. It is believed that after the Quaran- 
tine building is erected, which has been ordered by your Honorable 
Board, we shall be able to a large degree, if uot entirely, head off 
these visitations of epidemic diseases, and thus materially reduce 
the death-rate of this institution. 

The general repairs and improvements of the interior and exterior 
of the building have been attended to as well as possible with the 
help received from the Work-House. 

Owing to the small number of skilled mechanics committed to the 
Work House during the year it has been impossible for me to obtain 
the requisite number to make many contemplated repairs on the ex- 
terior of the building. 

The wards and halls have all been painted and kalsomined, the 
closets and bath rooms have all been overhauled, and are now in an 
excellent condition ; the ceilings in these rooms have been replaced 
by ceiling boards, which are so arranged that they can be taken down 
in a few moments when it is necessary to repair the traps and pipes, 

I would call the attention of your Honorable Board to the necessity 
of placing wire screens around the steam heaters in the wards ; last 
winter several of the walking children were burned by handling the 
pipes, which could not have happened had they been properly pro- 
tected. 



The Penitentiary men are at work filling in and grading the grotinds 
lying between the road and sea wall ; this improvement when com- 
pleted will add gi-eatly to the appeai'ance of the west aide of the 
island. 

The several holidays liave all been suitably observed, the generosi- 
ty of your Honorable Board have enabled us to provide the inmates 
with an extra dinner of poultry, and to supply the children with cakes 
candies and fruits. 

The Rev. Father Gelinas and the Rev. Marinus Willett have care- 
fully attended to the religious wants of the inmates. 

The officers and naracH are deserving of thanks for the prompt and 
energetic manner in which they have performed their duties. 

I am again pleased to make special mention of the iutelHgent and 
eflfective manuer in ivhich Mr. P. A. Taggart, the steward of the Hos- 
,tal, has fulfilled the requirements of his office.

Sib. — I have the honor to submit herewith the following report of 
Randall's lalaDtl Hospital for the year ending Decemher Slat, 1879. 

Under the heading of Randall's Island Hospital are included the 
Children's Hospital, Adult Hospitals, Idiot Asj-lum, Branch New 
"Sork City Asylum for Insane, and the Workhouse help. 

The appended tables will show the statistics of each class of in- 
mates, &c,, for the year 1879. 

Table A, No. 1, shows the number of children remaining in the 
Hospital December 31st, 1878, the number of admissions, dischai^es, 
transfers and deaths during the year, also the number of children 
remaining in the Hospital December 31st, 1879. 

Table A, No. 2, shows the nativities of the children in the Hos- 
pital during the year. 

The majority of the children received in this Hospital come from 
different charitable institutions in the city, through the Superintend- 
ent of Out-Door Poor, for treatment, and when cured he is notified, 
and orders their return to the Institutions from which they were 
received. Many suifering with an incurable disease remain per- 
manently in the Hospital. 

The average attendance at the school connected with this Hospital 
has been one hundred and fifty. The Principal, Miss Hibbard, 
makes a very favorable report on the progress these children have 
made in their studies. 
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IDIOT ASYLUM. 

Table B, No. 1, shows the number of children remaining at the 
Idiot Asylum on December 31, 1878, the number of admissions, dis- 
charges and deaths during the year, and the number of children 
remaining in the Asylum, December 31, 1879. 

Table B, No. 2, shows the nativities of the children in the Asylum 
during the year. 

These children are also admitted through the Superintendent of 
Out-Door Poor. Upon their arrival at the Asylum they are classified 
as follows — ^teachable, unteachable and hopeless. 

ADULT HOSPITAL. 

Table C, No. 1, shows the number of patients remaining in the 
Hospital on December 31, 1878, the number of admissions, dis- 
charges and deaths during the year, also the number remaining De- 
cember 31, 1879. 

Table C, No. 2, shows the nativities of the patients in the Hospital 
during the year. 

I am pleased to report that from the commendable action of your 
Honorable Board, authorizing the Examining Physician of Out-Door 
Poor to send patients to this Hospital, the proportion of acute cases, 
as compared with the incurable, has been considerably increased. 
Many of those patients are received from Charity Hospital, B. L, the 
majority of them suffering from incurable diseases. 

BRANCH N. Y. CITY ASYLUM FOE INSANE. 

Table D, No. 1, shows the number of patients remaining at the 
Asylum, December 31, 1878, the number of admissions, transfers and 
deaths during the year, also the number of patients remaining, De- 
cember 31, 1879. 

Table D, No. 2, shows the nativities of the insane patients in the 
Branch Asylum for the year. 

I can only say of this Asylum, that it continues to be a home 
wherein the chronic sufferers who are its inmates are made as com- 
fortable as the means will permit. Some of these patients are em- 
ployed daily in working on the farm, an occupation resulting in their 
improved physical condition. 
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"WOKK-HOUSE HELP. 

Table E, No. 1, shows the number of Work -house help remaining at 

a Institution on December 31at, 1878, the number of admissions, 

lacharges and returned during the year, also the number remaining 

December Slet, 1879. 

Table E, No. 2, showa the number of Work-house help of native 
and foreign birth. 

The necessary work in and around the different buildings has all 
been performed by this class. 

The discipline has been the same as last year, when a marked im- 
provement was inaugurated, and I again take pleasure in reporting, 
as I did last year, that of 959 received during tlie year, whose terms 
of commitment ranged from ten days to two months, not a prisoner 
escaped. 

Table F shows the diseases of those who died during the year. 

Table G shows the balance sheet for the year. 

Table H shows the daily, mouttdy and yearly coat of each, and all 
inmates during the year. 

The buildings occupied by the idiot children, and formerly known 
as the Hospital for Idiots, hopeless idiot boys, hopeless idiot girls, 
lai^e idiot boys. Branch Insane Asylum, have been renamed, and are 
now known as Pavilions A, B, C, D, E and F. 

The buildings previously known as North and South Hospitals are 
numbered into wards fi'om 1 to 10. Wards 1, 2, 3, i, 5 are for boys. 
Wards 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10 are for girls. 

The buildings formerly known as Branch Charity Hospital are also 
changed, and are now designated as Male and Female Adult Hos- 
pitals, and are numbered into wards. Wards 11, 12, 13 are for 
males. Wards 14, 15 and 16 are for females. 

The buildings, with the exception of Pavilions A and B, have aU 
been renovated and painted or kalsomined in the inside. The hall- 
ways of the girls' and boys' hospitals have also been renovated and 
painted, and are now in good condition. At the present time me- 
ohanicB are at work painting the outside of the buildings, which, 
when completed, will be greatly improved in appearance. 



In several bidldinga oew water closets and trougbg hare been 
placed, adding greatly to the health and comfort of the patients. At 
the present time mechanics are busily employed in putting new tin 
roofs on the different buildings. 

The supply of liose and fire extinguishers have been increased, 
also a lai^e number of hydrants have been placed on the Island, the 
old ones have been thoroughly repaired, thereby giving greater se- 
curity to life and property. 

The old boiler which had been in use to supply steam for cooking 
and washing, having been found inadequate for the purpose, has 
been supplanted by two new boilers of sufficient capacity for these 
uses. 

I would Eigain respectfully renew the recommendation made in my 
last report, that the basement of the Branch Penitentiary be arranged 
so that the cooking for the con^'icts can be done there. At present 
it is done in the kitchen of this Institution, and, owing to the large 
number and different classes of inmates, it is almost impossible at 
times for us to prepare the different articles of food in the proper 
manner, with the small room we have and the nnmber of cooking 
utensils on hand. 

This change will give us ample room and add greatly to the dis- 
cipline of the Island by preventing convicts from coming in contact 
with the inmates, which they must necessarily do in catling three 
times a day for their supplies. 

The dietary table has been carefully carried out ; the provisions 
and supplies received from the Storehouse were abundant and of 
good quality. 

The several holidays have been suitably observed. Through the 
generosity of your Honorable Board, an abundant supply of poultry, 
fruits, cakes and candies were furnished the inmates. 

The inmates of all the hospitals were treated to several excursions 
up the sound during the summer on the Department steamer, which 
added greatly to their health and enjoyment, 

Through the kindness of Mr. P. T, Barnum the children visited 
his magnificent oircus and menagerie. 
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We are pleaaed again to extend to Mi's. Gibbons and friends our 
thaoks for the numeroua toys, fruits and caudies distributed amon^ 
the children during the Christmas Holidays. 

To the St. Vincent de Paul Society we again extend our thanks^for 
the numerous candies, cakes and fruits given to the children on the 
several holidays. 

The Rev. Father Gelinas, of the Catholic, and the Rev. Maiinus 
Willett, of the Protestant persuasion, have faithfully ministered to 
the spiritual wants of the inmates. 

I am pleased to report the interest, care and attention devoted 
by the matrons, Mrs. Mary J. Quinn and Miss Addie Mabie, the 
nurses and other employees at this Institution. Their duties have 
been deserving of all commendation. 

The Medical Board of the Hospitals on this Island are composed 
of the following named Physicians and Surgeons : 

Physicians, J. J. "Williams, E. A, Maxwell and L. Putzel ; Surgeons, 
Franz Heuel, Jr., John Munu ; Ophthalmic Surgeons, David C. Cocks 
and William 0. Moore, 

To these gentlemen, who have been punctual in attendance and at 
all times ready to respond when called ou to alleviate the sufferings 
of these patients, I am greatly indebted. 

The House Staff are deserving of especial praise for the faithful 
and energetic manner in which they have discharged their duties. 

The increase of their number, from four to six, has enabled them 
to give more attention and care than before to the cases in their 
charge, and to keep in better than usual- form their records of the 
sama 

In conclusion, I wish to express my grateful acknowledgments of 
the services rendered by the Steward, Mr. John Kerr, whose good 
sense, fidelity and executive ability have been apparent in all mat- 
ters coming within his charge.

IDIOT SCHOOL. 

I herewith transmit the Aimual Report of this School for the 
year ending December 31st, 1 879. ' 

The average number of pupils who daily attended achnol was 108. 

I can scarcely give any new suggestions or make any remarks 
about the progi'ess of this School, other than those which have 
appeared in former reports. 

This Institution has made advances yearly which have been the 
result of experience, it requiring some years of experience and ob- 
servation to know what particular method of teaching and training 
will suit these feeble minded children. 

The mat shop for male and the sewing room for female pupils have 
been special features of this School for the past year. In the former 
numbers of mats have been made, and in the latter females have been 
taught to do a great deal in the sewing line. 

Since my last report the following work has been done by some 
of the female pupils : 

■ 173 sheets, 11 sashes, 3 shirts, 20 shrouds, 75 bed ticks, 105 dresses, 
15 skirts, 23 pillow-cases, 3 pair sleeves, 3 waists, and 1 basque have 
been made. 

Mended — lOi aprons. 

Hemmed — 71 spreads, 9 flounces, 1 table-cloth, 15 towels, and 12 
napkins. 
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Miscellaneous — 7 bed ticks (altered), 19 dresses (do.), (tacked) 4 
petticoats. 

The male pupils has furnished to your Department 342 mats, 
which were made in this School. 

When I organized this School, all, or nearly all of these children, 
were thought to be unfit for any mental culture, but when we see 
the result of patience used in instructing those whom the Creator 
has not blessed with much intellect, it convinces us that perseverance 
and industry will acconfplish almost everything. Not only have 
these children been taught to perform some of the most important 
domestic duties, but, as you well know, many of them can spell, 
read, write, cipher, draw and sing in a manner that will compare 
favorably with children of sound mind. 

I have been pleased with the help rendered me by the assistant 
teachers during the past year.

The annexed five Statistical Tables show the results for the year, 
and subjoined is the per-capita statement, the daily and monthly 
cost of inmates. 

It will be unnecessary to give a statement in detail of the amount 
and kind of labor accomplished, as that has already been done in 
the Quarterly Reports during the year. It will only be necessary to 
say that the work has been performed by the inmates exclusively. 
The only Work-house persons employed were females in the 
laundry. 

The great amount of work done by inmates of an hospital where it 
is not expected to find much labor performed, can be explained by 
referring to Table D where a carefully classified list of diseases of 
those under treatment is shown, and where it will be seen that a 
large percentage of those admitted suffer from diseases of a chronic 
nature, and mild form, or that they are convalescent cases, and such 
are expected to contribute to the general good, everything being 
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xd at this InBtitntion. The utilizatioo of material at hood of 
iatever kind being a step in the direction to which all institntions 
Ehould attain, self-fiustaininfr. 

I Since the last Report was made some important changes have 
I place ftt this Hospital. In the early part of April the Male 
mates were transferred to six bnildinga at the northern end of the 
d, each building having a capacity for twenty-two beds, with 
t 850 cubic air apace to each bed, the wards well lighted and in 
K)d repair, and the bmldings in every way models of the pavilion 
1 in use tor hospital purposes. 

The Female inmates now occupy the pavilions vacated by the 
' Males. 

That all these buddings are in good sanitary- condition the low 
rate of mortality will attest, being 92 in 1,040 or 1 in 11, and in the 
table of deaths E, only one cause was from disease of a zymotic 
character. 

In this connection it may be mentioned tliat one cause of death 
was from Bright's Diseaae occurring in a female transferred from an 
Insane Asylum cured of her mental trouble, but who died sis weeks 
after admission, and another cause was Potts' Disease of Spine of 
two years standing in a young colored girl transferred from some 
other institution, hut who died four weeks after being received. 

The Physicians attached to this hospital, together with their 
daily attendance to routine duties, have attended to the ailments of 
the inmates of Branch Wi>rk-liouse, seeing daily all tho.se who 
reported sick, and having been called upon at all hours of the day 
and niglit to attend cases of emergency. 

This Institution has also furnished all drugs and medicines 
required, the Druggist having dispensed on an average 125 prescrip- 
tions per moutlj to Branch Work-house. He has also prepared all 
medicines required for Branch Lunatic Asylum. 

The history of every patient admitted has been carefully kept in 
the Record Books. 

Every request made for the benefit of the inmates has been 
promptly and fully supplied, 
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Bev. Father Michel and Bey. Marinas Willett have faithfully 
administered to the patients the spiritual consolation of tlieir 
respective denominations. 

Ladies of numerous charitable associations have visited the 
hospital, especially those of St. Vincent de Paul Society, and thQ 
Fruit and Flower Mission, cheering and contributing to the comfort 
of the patients. 

I am indebted to Drs. A. B. Heath and J. N. McChesney for 
assistance in the care of the inmates.

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N. Y. CITY ASYLUM FOR THE INSANE.

Dear Sir. — I have the honor to submit to you herewith the cus- 
tomary report as to the progress of the above-named Institution for 
the year 1879. 

The usual accompanying tables will show at a glance the main 
details of the year's history. 

From Table A it will be seen that a total of 1,382 patients has 
been under treatment in the Asylum during the year, and that the 
number remaining at its close is greater by 107 than that at its com- 
mencement, the admissions being by just that number greater than 
the sum of the discharges and deaths. As no additions to the 
accommodations for the insane have been made during the year, and 
consequently no patients have been admitted elsewhere, this number 
(107) represents the actual increase in the number of the insane 
coming under the care of your department. As such, it is somewhat 
less than the average rate of increase for preceding years. 

Tables B, C and D show respectively the ages, civil condition and 
nativity of the patients who were discharged or who died during the 
year, and their indications are similar to those of the corresponding 
tables published in former years. 

The same may be said of Tables E and F, in which account is 
taken of the patients' religious belief and the degree of education 
possessed by them. 

Table G repeats the evidence of former statistics as to the fre- 
quency with which the history of excessive indulgence in intoxicants 
is furnished by the patients who are cared for in this AsyluuL 
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Table H summarizes the former occupations of the patients, and is 
not of special importance. 

Table I ib impoi-tant, as furnishing additional evidence of the in- 
fluence of inlierited tendency in determining the occurrence of in- 
Hanity. 

Table K shows the relative condition in which the patients dis- 
charged were considered to be at the time of their leaving the Insti- 
tution. Fifty-three were regarded as recovered, that number being 
considerably in excess of the preceding year, and about 14 per cent. 
of the number of admissions. Of the five cases rated as " not 
insane," one was a patient suffering from alcoholism, while the 
others were convicts who feigned insanity to secure their transfer 
from the Penitentiary or Work-house, and who were returned as soon 
as their imposture was detected. Of the patients dischai^ed " im- 
proved." several were on the fair road to recovery, while others of 
this class, as well as those rated as " unimproved," were removed to 
other institutions. The number of these removals has been much 
increased during the past year, and is made up in part of those who 
were, upon inquiry, found to be properly chargeable to other counties 
or States, and in part of those whose relatives were found to be 
sufficiently well-to-do to pay for their support in other Asylums, and 
so to relieve this Department of the necessity of providing for them 
as paupers. In effecting these transfers, I owe much to the co- 
operation of the Superintendent of Out-Door Poor, Mr. Blake, and 
the proportionate decrease in the number of admissions during the 
year is doubtless also in some measure due to the vigilance of the 
same official in examining the claims of those in whose behalf appli- 
cation for admission was made, and in compelling provision elsewhere 
for those whom it proved to be the duty of other communities or 
individuals to support. 

Table L gives the immediate causes of the deaths occurring during 
the year, as well as the forms of insanity from which those who died 
had suffered. The per eeutage of deaths to the whole number 
treated is sUghtly in excess of last year, an unusual number of 
patients having been sent to us in a dying condition, and surviving 
their arrival but a short period. I am happy to be able to report 
our entire freedom for the year from any deaths due, either directly 
or indirectly, to accident or violence. There has been no suicide, 
and it is now indeed nearly three years since one has occurred in the 
Institution. 
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Table M concludeH the series, and shows the amount ot money es 
peiided by your Boaril foi the support of this Asylum during t 
year. It will be seen that the entire coat of providing food, clothing 
medieai stores, fuel, gas and other necessaries, of keeping the hiiil<£ 
ingB in repair aud of remunei atmg officer-s ami employees has bee« 
at the rate of but thirty cents a day for each patient. That e 
thing tliat should be done for the comfort and care of the patients hs 
accomplished with this meagre allowance cannot be claimed. 
Uiat is claimed is that the most possible is made of it, and that the 
condition and progress of the Institutiou and its inmates are credit- 
able under existing and adverse cii'cumstances. 

The Asylum has profited during the latter part of the year from' 
the services of a Consulting Board of Physicians and Surgeons for 
the Asylums of the Department appointed by your Board in Octobar. 
Although the benefit of advice and consultation with the members of 
tlie Medical Boards of the different Hospital.? of your Department 
was at all times readily obtainable, no official relation with the Asy- 
lum existed (except in the case of Professor James R. Wood, whohsd- 
for some years performed valuable service as Consulting Surgeon, 
and who continues to perform such service as a member of tiie ne» 
Board and as its President), and the service was simply one ot 
courtesy. 

Under the existing arrangement the Superintendents have not only 
the right to call for advice and assistance in grave cases from duly 
appointed cionsultanta, but the latter perform the other usual dntiee 
of a Medical Board in examining candidates for a]>pointm6nt as Ab^ 
siatanfc Physicians, making regular inspections of the Asylums aai 
the like. 

The value of this Board in affording assistance and support to (lie 
Supeiintendent, counsel to your Board, and the assurance of uanfol 
and intelligent supervision to friends of patients and the public 
not be over-estimated. 

It is proposed also to enlist the services of some at least of ^ 
gentlemen composing the Board in enlarging tlie scope of the flliHi- 
cal lectui-es given at the Asylum from year to year, and so in render 
ing the Asylum of greater use as an educator among medical BtsdeHb 
and general practitioners. In the meantime the annual coarse 
clinics has been given during the month of June by the Medic 
Superintendent to classes of iucreEiaed size. 
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The appomtmeiit« of Professor J. W. S. Arnold, iif the Medical 
Department of the University of New York, as the Special Patholo- 
gist of the Asylum, and of Dr. Maurice N. Miller as his Assistaut, 
have ensured profitable use of the patliohigical material afforded. 

Each of the Annual Reports whii;h I have had the honor to address 
to your Board — five in all — has directed attention to the inci'easiiig 
overcrowding of the Institution and its disastrous effects in aug- 
menting the dangers and lessening the chances of recovery of its in- 
mates. A year since the evil had ho far gi'own that 689 patients 
were crowded into a building only intended to hold 434, while 420 
others were temporarily and inadequately i>rovided for on Bandall's 
Island and iu a building upon this Island boiTOwed from the Com- 
misBioners of Emigration. The only measure of permanent relief 
then in progress was a new wing designed to hold 240 patients, of 
which the basement stoiy had been erected by the labor of the in- 
mates of this Department. The year has passed without any fur- 
ther progress iu this measure of relief ; sufficient funds for the com- 
pletion of the wing have been withheld by the Board of Appor- 
tionment, and the superstmcture has not been commenced. On the 
other hand the number of patients has increased, while the provision 
(or their acoommodation has not, and wards which last yeai-, with 989 
patients, were thought to be crowded to their utmost limit, are now 
f(M%ed to hold an addition of 107, or 1,096 iu all 

There is now good reason to hope that funds for the completion of 
this wing will be immediately forthcoming, and that it may be ready 
for occupancy before another year has expired. But at the best the 
relief which it will afl'ord will be very partial and incomplete, and 
will not suffice to restore even the main building to its proper condi- 
tion. The patients iu outlying and unsuitable buildings must still 
remain there (if, indeed, tlie building loaned by the Commissioners 
of Emigration is not reclaimed by them), and there will be no pro- 
vision for the natural increase of the insane in the future. 

I therefore reBpectfnUy renew my recommendation of former 
years, that the winj^ already commenced be completed as rapidly as 
possible, and that the corresponding wing, contemplated in the orig- 
inal plan, be erected ; and I recommend that the subject of still fur- 
ther additions to the provisions for the i^are of the male insane of 
this Department be forthwith considered. 



The Staff of Attendants has been somewhat enlarged during tte 
year, 74 being on duty at ita opening and 86 at its close. The latter 
number gives an average of about one attendant to thirteen patients, 
and approximates more closely than heretofore to a satisfactory pio- 
portion. In the new appointments the employment of skilled attend- 
ants, who might Bapervise the patients in mechanical labor of c 
ent kinds, has been duly regarded, and gangs of patients aw 
severally employed as tailors, plumbers, carpenters, painters and 
plasterers. With their aid much progress has been made duringtlis 
year in the repairs and renovation of the building, and the safety, 
comfort and appearance of the different wards have been decidedly 
enhanced. Out of door work has also been prosecuted, an increased 
proportion of patients has been furnished with daily occupation 
that way, and the farm has been cultivated more extensively and 
with greater thoroughness than in former years. 

The benefit to the patients which has marked the successive steps 
taken toward enlarging their field of occupation will Justifj' youi 
Board in more elaborate and extended measures whenever financial 
limitations will permit of them. 

Changes upon the Staff of Assistant Physicians have resulted 
from its enlargement upon the Ist of April, by the appointment of 
two additional members, Drs, Allan Fitch and Frank S. Quackenbos, 
and by the resignations of Drs. Wallace J. Herrimau and Alexandei 
Trautman, to whom Drs. Louis W. Sehultz and James A. Meek suc- 
ceeded. 

Of the two gentlemen named as resigning. Dr. Harriman did so in 
order to accept a position as Assistant Physician in the Blooming- 
dale Asylum for the Insane, and Dr. Trautman to assume the duties 
of a similar position in the Northern Hospital for the Insane of Wifr 
consin. 

It is gratifying to find that this Asylum is regarded by other Super 
intendents as a good training school for Assistants, but the fact tha 
they are able to offer greater inducements than we are is uufortQ 
nate. It emphasizes the representations and recommendations o 
my former reports, that a fair salary should be paid to Assistiatf 
in this, no less than in other Asylums for the lusaue, and that servicd 
for longer periods should thereby be secured, and the necessity foi 
frequent changes and the drilling of new and inexperienced men be 
avoided. 
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The Bey. Fathers Duranquet and Gelinas, and the Bev. Marinus 
Willetts have continued daring the year their services as Chaplains, 
and have ministered to the patients of their respective faiths in the 
chapel and in the wards. 

I have the honor, in conclusion, sir, to thank yourself and your as- 
sociates of the Board, for the continued kindness and marks of confi- 
dence which have been shown to me during the past year, and par- 
ticularly in your entrusting to me the temporary charge of the 
other Asylum of the Department in addition to my duties here.

Sir.— Herewith I have the honor to submit my Annual Report of 
this Institution for tlie year 1879, accompanied by all its necessary 
Statistical Tables. 

STATEMENT. 
There remained in Alms House at the close of 1878, 1,054 inmates. 
There were admitted durinff the year 1879, 1,151, making a total of 
2,205 under care and to be accounted for. 

Of the foregoing number. 234 died, 78 were transferred to other 
Institutitms, and 899 were discharged. There remained in Alms 
House December Slst, 1879, 994 inmates. 

At the close of 1878 we had but foiu- Hospital "Wards. 

During the early part of 1879, three additional Wftrds, 1 male and 
'i female, were added, leaving now a total of 7 — (3 male and 4 
female). 

Doctors Demarest, Stulieubard and Tuffs officiated at intervals 
during the year as House Physicians, under the instructions of their 
respective Visiting Physiciaiis and Surgeons, all of whom, for strict 
attention to their professional duties, promptness of visits. Ac, have 
earned a good record. 

The Orderlies and Nurses have been attentive to their duties, and 
faithful to their work, considering the many disadvantages they have 
had to contend with. 



^ 
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IMPROVEMENTS, ETC. 

That portion of the leaky roofs of Male aud Female Wings referred 
to in my last Annual Report, have, through the practical conaideration 
of your Honorable Board, been attended to, and received an ove^ 
hauling at an expeuae of $728. 

The shed was thoronghlj overhanled and mode as comfortabla 
almoat as ingenuity I'ould make it. A new floor having been pat 
down, the walls well sided with T. it G, lumber, the ceilings, 
whitewashed, and all the wood work connected with it thoroaghlf 
painted, th« windows repaired and gla^ied, and the old and large Bo- 
tunda Stove removed and replaced by two hrat-ehiss No. 21 scwcben, 
with pipe extending nearly the full length of the building, wlucb 
keeps it as warm as cau be desired. This Retreat is highly prized 
by all the old male inmates. 

THE NEW FEMALE BATH HOUSE. 

This beautiful accommodation, bo generously got up throu^ thfl 
exertions of your Honorable Board, has not only proved tft be * 
grand success, but the greatest of luxuries possible to bestow upon 
the inmates, as one can readily perceive from the pleasure the; 
manifest when en route on their numerous cheerful visits to Q» 
Bath. 

The new Water Closet attached to this new Bath House has satdB* 
factorily proved its t^'reat advantages and usefulness. 
WASH HOUSE. 

This Department, as it now stands, don't prove quite satisfactoij 
when we sum up the number of inmates of Almw House, the Asyhiin 
for Indigent Blind, and the Incurable Hospital. Leaving out indi 
vidual work, wf find the average census, in roniid numbers, to' 
nearly 1,300. 

The enormous quantity of clothing and bedding ordinarily neoesr 
sary to be washed to allow of a change but once a week, swells up 
an average of nearly 6,000 pieces, more or less, which is all done bj 
our inmate, <fec., help. 

From the foregning large tigures, combined with the iuexpeiienoei 
help, we cannot, with certainty, always rely upon a regular fol 
weekly change. Our facilities in this Department not being mi the 
most approved modern basis, tiie labor must necessarily bo ftltf 
heavy. 
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SUGGESTIONS, ETC. 

I hope for tbe hoaor of anuoiiiiciiig iu my next Annual Kaport, tbfl 1 

srection of a suitable Cook Hmiae in lieu of the two now in u&e, which | 

tire altc^ether inadequate for the proper performauiie of the work 

imposed upon them. 

"With a building of proper capacity, oentrally located, and tha 1 
SBoessary facilities for cooking, i&c., half the help now employed would 
prove ample to iterform the duties, cook for both houses, and keep 
every thing connected with it in a perfect sanitary condition. This 
ipform I most respectfully recommend to tlie kind consideration of 
jt)ur Honorable Board. 

The outside walls, walks, roads, fences, Ac, have been whitewashed | 
and kept in a good state of repair. 

The inside walls, ceilings, halls, balconies, &c., &,c., of both wings, 
offices and all other appendages to the main buildings have been 
kept in good order by timely repairs. 

POLICEING AND FARMIISG. 
The general poUceing of the Institution and its grounds, as well ae 
the labor required in the dining rooms, cook houHes, stores and offices, 
wash house, carpenter'Sj blacksmith's, cooper's, tinsmith's, shoe- 
maker's, tailor's and barber's shops, dead houses, as well as plastering 
and painting, sewing rooms, manufacturing bureau, bath house, Ac, 
are performed, with a tew exceptions, by inmates (amongst which is 
a large portion of skilled labor.) 

The ability, industry and cheerfulness exhibited by those old 
veteran workers, truly deserves to be commended. 

The farming and gardening of the grounds, is also the labor of 
another class of inmates, under the supervision of a paid foreman. 
They work well, are submissive and obedient, and raise a laige 
amount of vegetables. 

The Rev, Father Regnier and Revs. W. G, French, Searles, and 
others, have paid their usual unremitting attention to those of their 
respective persuasions by ministering tn their spiritual wants, and 
making light the burthen coupled with old age and the infirmities 
incident thereto. 

The Libraries connected with the respective churches, " the 
Catholic and Protestant Episcopal Missions," are still fully patron- 

i2~ 
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The frequent visits and greetings attendant on the ladies of the 

Flower Mission, the Sisters of the Blackwell's Island Good Samaritan 
Mission, of the State Aid Society, of the Misses Wesner, and other 
benevolent ladies, still command the greatest attention, gratitude, 
and influence of the inmates, and are also calculated to cultivate in 
them a highly elevated moral standard. 

With cheerfulness I must acknowledge to your Honorable Board 
our prompt receipt of supplies, as well as their fair standard in 
quality and quantity. 

The officers and employes under my charge, I am happy to add, 
have performed their many and very often onerous duties well, and 
have assisted me materially in promulgating and carrying out my 
orders, with cheerfulness and alacrity. 

In conclusion, I deem it my duty once more to tender to your 
Honorable Board the greatest thanks for the uniform kindness 
manifested towards me throughout the year, but more particularly 
for their great interest in promoting the hapiness of my inmates by 
the addition of the luxurious accommodations and other improve- 
ments heretofore explained.

With reference to this Hospital the Board regrets to state that owii^ 
to imperfect organization the record of patients discharged is so d^ 
fective that it is impossible to present a complete report of its woA 

The very high death rate (42 per cent.) is owing to the great age 
of most of the patients, who suffer chiefly from chronic disease of 
long standing, and to the fact that many less severe cases, which 
should have been admitted to the Hospital, have been treated as 
Dispensary patients from the lack of Hospital accommodations. 

The four Wards, containing 70 beds (eight of which are occupied 
by orderlies, nurses and attendants,) which constituted the Hospital 
at the beginning of the year being found insufficient, three addi- 
tional ones were added in February, via, : One Male Ward, contain- 
ing 18 beds (of which three are occupied by the Orderly and tffO 
assistants,) and two Female Wards, containing 34 beds (of whioh 
two are occupied by nurses). The Hospital now contains 109 beds 
available for patients, exclusive of the Wards for Epileptics. 

In October a division was made into Medical and Sui^cal Services, 
the Board being increased to seven members, in order to make ft 
division of it into Surgeons and Physicians practicable. In eoMe- 
quence of this change, two Wards, one Male and one Penile, were 
set aside for surgical cases exclusively. 

The proposed erection of Hospital buildings separate from the 
Alms-house buildings proper and provided with necessary conveni- 
ences is certainly exceedingly desirable, since the rooms at present 
occupied as Hospital Wards can be entered only from open verandas 
and have no conveniences whatever. These Wards have been full 
throughout the year, and there have been frequently many oases 
which should have been inmates of the Hospital for whom there has 
been no hospital accommodation. 

The Wards for Male Epileptics are in good condition. The Female 
Epileptics are at present scattered throughout the Institution. It ' 
desirable to have them collected in Wards appropriated exclusivBly 
to their use. 
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The Board recommends also that the cases of hernia and thoaa 
convaleeoing from fraeture of the hip be collected in dormitories by 
themselves. These patients are now scattered throughout the Alms- 
house. The dormitories allotted to them would not constitute Hos- 
pital Wards. The proposed change involves only a grouping together 
of these cases, who are not proper inmates of a Hospital, but who 
may need surgical attention at any time.

Many of the inmates of this Institution, as at present conducted, 
are not subjects for medical supervision. Those who are properly 
inmates of a Hospital suffer from tlie same classes of diseases as 
affect the patients in the Alma-honse Hospital. The Medical Board 
respectfully suggest the advisability of utilizing the buildings of this 
Institution as Alms-house dormitories, and of transferring the 
inmates requiring medical care to the Alms-house HospitaL This 
latter should have a capacity of 175 to 200 beds to give the necessary 
accommodations. 

The Dispensary attached to the Alms-house has been largely 
attended. 

The Resident Physicians and Assistants have been faithful in the 
performance of their duties. The amount of professional work 
required of them ia very large. It cannot, indeed, be perfectly 
performed by one House Physician and a single Assistant. 

Appended to this report are lists of the causes of the deaths of 
patients who have died during the year in the Hospitals under 
oar care.

SlB. — I have the honor to present to your Honorable Board mj 
Second Annual Report of City Prisons, with statistics tliereof for tbe 
year 1879. 

It will be perceived by comparing the statistics of the past yew 
with those of the present that there has been a considerable falling 
off in the "Admissions." In the year 1878, there were received in 
City Prisons 44,354 prisoners, whereas in this year the number has 
been but 40,455, which, although 3,899 less then that of 1878, atiU 
shows that the criminal and suspected classes rank numerically high 
in the community. 

Acting upon my suggestion, your Honorable Board had all the old 
soil pipes which had been in use since the erection of the prison 
(and which were very inadequate for draniage purposes,) taken up 
and replaced with pipes of much greater calibre and capacity, thuB 
secoring a perfect system of drainage, and thereby purifying tba 
atmosphere of the prison and its surroundings, and consequently 
adding to the healthfuluess of the prisoners. This improvement hw 
been of incalculable benetit to the Institution. 

I desire to draw the attention of your Honorable Board to tliB 
incapacity of the Boys' Prison to accomodate the number of juveniles 
of that class who are committed here. "When first erected in 
it was amply sufficient, as the number of boy-prisoners was com- 
paritively small ; but now our census show as many as 35 a day. II 
is very evident that a building large enough to meet the requirements 
of a dozen persons will not suffice for three times that number-BTo 
supply the lack of room at present existing I would respeotfnl^, 
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suggest that three more stories be added to the Boys' Prison, thus 
making three more rows of tiers, and a floor over all which could be 
used for school purposes and instruction generally. As you are 
aware, owinoj to the limited space at our command, boys sentenced to 
various terms in City Prison, have to be transferred to Jefferson 
Market to serve out their time by an order from your Honorable 
Board. 

The health of the inmates has been uniformly good, but as the 
doctor will treat of the sanitary condition of the inmates in his 
report I deem it but necessary to merely advert to it. 

My thanks are due Deputy Warden Mark Finley and Clerk 
William J. Cawley for the practical and willing aid which they 
always render me ; afeo Matron Flora Foster and her assistants, and 
the Keepers generally who always evince a ready willingness to 
perform their duties faithfully. 

I have to thank your Honorable Board for the uniform kindness 
which I have received at your hands since I have been entrusted 
with the management of the City Prisons, and your readiness to 
adopt almost every suggestion made which you consider as practical 
benefit to the Institution.

Sib : — ^It is with pleasure that I have to report that the health of 
the inmates of the prison has been most excellent during the past 
year. There was only two deaths ; one, an old woman who acted for 
years as an attendant in the female prison ; the other was a Work- 

10 
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House priHODer who was in a dying condition when brought in. Tha 
has not been a single case of any acute or conta^ous disease amou 
the prisoners confined here, This speaks highly of the sanitary coa 
dition of the prison and the attention paid to cleanliness. 

Among the prisoners arrested for drunkenness and disorderly 
duet, there are always a large number bordering on delirium tremens, 
or actually in delirium. This class has to be watched with a great 
deal of care, for some of them are so stupified with drink that thaj 
do not complain of any injuries they may have received, or any 
disease they may be suffering from. These cases are always sent by 
ambulance to the hospital, as there was no hospital ward attached 
to the prison. The Warden has been very watchful of this class d 
cases. Where he has seen that they would admit of no delay, he la* 
had them immediately transferred. 

The number of male and female cases of insanity committed to tha 
asylums from the prison will be found in the Warden's Report Jn 
place of such cases being sent to prison, they should be sent to B 
building specially provided for them. A number of them are M 
weak that they have to be immediately transferred to hoapittL 
Again, others are so noisy that they keep all the prisoners awake at 
night with their ravings. 

The accommodation here for such cases are so poor that very few 
are kept the five days allowed by law for medical examination. Stilli 
I think they should be kept that long before being committed to tii6 
asylum, especially in cases where no previous history can be 
obtained. 

The dietary table of the prison is so arranged as to furnish to eadi 
prisoner a sufficient quantity of good wholesome food. 

Thanking the Board for the imiform kindness shown to me and 
the other officers of the Prison, I hope they will have as little tronbli 
tn the management of the Prison in the future as they had dnrii^ tli 
past year.

NEW YORK PENITENTIARY.

Sir. — I have the honor to present to you my Fifth Annual Eeport 
of the operations of the New York County Penitentiary for the year 
ending December 31, 1879. 

The census report of this Institution for the year just closed, 
compared with a similar report for the year 1878, shows a decided 
decrease in its population, which has gradually fallen from about the 
first of March last, and continues to decline up to the date of tliis 
report. 

The population at the commencement of the year comprised 824 
males, 186 females — total, 1,010. The admissions during the year 
were 1,634 males, 310 females — total, 1,944; and the discharges 
during the same period were 1,769 males, 347 females — total, 2,116; 
leaving at the close of the year 689 males, 149 females — total, 838. 
Comparing these statistics with those for 1878 show a decrease in 
the population of 172, and a decrease in the daily average for the 
year of 125^. 

In explanation of this marked decrease in our population, I would 
state that the records of the Criminal Courts of this County show 
that a large proportion of the younger class of convicts who were 
formerly committed to this Institution are now committed to the 
State Reformatory at Elmira. Transfers also have been made from 
this Penitentiary to the same Institution ; no less than twenty-one 
young convicts under twenty-one years of age, with terms of 
sentence ranging from two to ten years, were transferred to this 
Reformatory during the past year, as provided by Chapter 284, Laws 
of 1879. 
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Sliould our population be further reduced or even remain at ita 
present standard, we should be able to carry out the suggestions 
made by your Honorable Board in reference to the removal of the 
females prisoners from the Shop Dormitories to the Prison proper, 
where they can be placed in cells during night. Preparations are 
now in progress to this end, and should there be no uuforaeen 
obstacles in the way, the transfer will take place in the course of a 
few weeks, which, when accomplished, will be of great benefit to the 
discipline and good government of that class of prisoners. 

Hereto appended will be found a series of Tables marked A to M, i 
inclusive, containing the statistics of the Institution for the year. 

The total cost of the maintenance of the Prison, including repairs, I 
was $105,718 84, the daily per capita cost being 32 cents 6 1.10 mills. 
and it will be seen by the balance sheet hereto appended that the 
real net expenses were $104,666 36. 

The numVier of escapes during the year were ten, six of whom 
escaped fi'om guard boats, where they were placed to assist the 
guards in the performance of their duties in guarding the several 
Islands under control of the Department. This system of employing ] 
prisoners to guard prisoners, which has been in operation at this 
Institution for more than twenty years, and which has given so much ] 
trouble and annoyance eaeh year to the Warden and his officers, was 
a short time since changed by your Honorable Board to a system of 
pfiid officers in guard boats, which will unquestionably prove of 
great benefit to this Department hi the discipline of the river service 
and in the prevention of escapes. 

The sanitary condition of the Prison, as usual, has been excellent 
throughout the year, the hospital arrangements are good and these 
wartls have been kept in a thoroughly clean and wholsome condition, 
which can be attested to by the Medical Inspector. The number 
of deaths duidng the year was eleven, a small mortality considering ] 
the number of prisoners who have the germs in their system before ] 
reaching the Island. The legal deduction for good conduct from the 
term of their sentence was carried by 345 convicts. 

The buildings in this Department are in good condition, with the 
exception of the roof of the Penitentiary Building proper, which is in 
a very bad condition. It has been patched and repaired continually 
fw the past five years until repairing does but little good, the rafters J 
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and other timbers connected with it are good, and the planking is in 
fair condition, but the covering is so completely delapidated that in 
my opinion it would be a piece of economy to remove the whole of it 
and place a new covering in its stead. 

The labor in this Department during the past year has been con- 
ducted with the same zeal and economy with which it has been 
credited during the past few years by those who have observed the 
working of the Department during that period. Besides doing the 
usual amount of repairs, the work-shops have turned out a large 
quantity of new work, which has given entire satisfaction to the 
Institutions where the same has been distributed. 

At out-door labor, quarrying and stone cutting, have been carried 
on throughout the year with very satisfactory results ; a large 
quantity of cut stone being now on hand for building purposes. 

The Chaplains of the Department have been zealous in rendering 
their services to the inmates and holding divine service each Sabbath 
regularly — the Catholics in the forenoon and the Protestants in the 
afternoon. The Medical service of the Institution has been well 
cared for ; the attending physicians having been assiduous in their 
attention to the sick and disabled prisoners, the service being, at the 
same time, admirably supervised by the Chief of Staff. 

The Officers of the Penitentiary have generally performed their 
duties well, and been vigilant in the safe-keeping of the prisoners, 
at the same time seeing that they were properly cared for and did 
the work given them. 

To your Honorable Board I desire to express my acknowledg- 
ments for the assistance and support which they have given me in 
the performance of my duties.

The whole number of prisoners received during the year were 
16,408 against 17,860 during the previous year, showing a decrease 
of 1,452. Of the number received, 10,000 were transferred as help 
to other Institutions ; and deducting this number, together with the 
number of patients in Hospital, we had left about 5,800 — a much 
less number than the previous year^-for active labor about the Insti- 
tution. 

During the ;^ear 561 patients were treated in Hospital of this 
Institution, and only 136 were transferred to Charity Hospital, thus 
carrying out the idea of your Honorable Board, as far as possible, in 
caring for our own sick, and preventing the association of Work- 
house prisoners with the patients at Charity Hospital 

During the year your Honorable Board ordered new Patent Water 
Closets placed in each of the Hospitals, which I consider a great 
improvement, especially on the female side, where the closet was in 
the ward. As now arranged, it is in the adjoining cell, a door having 
been cut through the dividing wall, which, with the new closets, pre- 
vents any unpleasant odor from permeating the air in the ward that 
is inhaled by the patients. 

Your Honorable Board also ordered that the roof of the wings in 
which the cells are built to be covered with tin. The male prison 
having been finished, I find it a great improvement, as there are now 
no leaks through the cells on the third and sixth tiers, as formerly, 
when the slate roof was in a bad condition. 

The general health of the inmates has been good, and we have had 
but 35 deaths at this Institution during the year. Dr. A. R Mott, 



, attended to the medical wants for the first six months of the ] 
»r, when he was transferred to the Infants Hospital, and Dr. H. J 
W' Lilly, his assistant, assigned to duty in his place. 

But two boys under 16 yeara of age have been received, and they ] 
were returned to the committing Magistrate, as per your instruc- 
tions, to be sent to some juvenile asylum or reformatory. The 
following table shows the number of male and female prisoners 
received during the year under the age of 19 years : 



The workings of the gangs outside have been faithfully looked 
after by Deputy Superintendent Daly, and my thanks are specially 
due to him for his active efforts and hearty co-operation with me in 
everything beneficial to the Institution. The duties of the laundry 
have been looked after by Mrs. Dunne, who, with an average of 
thirty-eight help, has turned out about 9,000 pieces weekly, for the 
City Prison, Lunatic Asylum and Work-house. 

Father Eequier, together with the Eev. Messrs. Searles and French, 
have attended to the spuitual welfare of the inmates. 

The Matron, Mrs. Pitzaimmons, has paid strict attention to her 
duties, as a reference to Table D will show. Mrs. Grow and SuUers 
have been faithful in the discharge of their duties as female hall- 
keepers. To the other employees I desire to return my sincere 
thanks for their strict attention to their respective duties and the 
uniform and ready compliance with which my orders have been car- a 
ried out. 

In conclusion, I desire to heartily thank your Hon. Board for the ^ 
facilities rendered, and the support given by each member to aid me 
in the management of the Institution.

Sir. — According to custom, I submit herewith the report of 
Branch Work-house for the year 1879. 

The tables of statistics appended give in detail the operations of 
. the Institution for the year just ended. 

In my report of last year I stated that owing to the erection of 
two pavilions for insane on the southern portion of the island, many 
intended improvements at this Institution were delayed. The same 
remarks hold good at the present writing, and the work now in pro- 
gress on a building of larger dimensions than either of those erected 
to be used for a similar purpose, is drawing away labor which 
could be used to great advantage for the benefit of this Institution 
and its surroundings. 

However, without materially interfering with the progress of the 
work on the afore-mentioned buildings, it is a source of gratification 
to me to state that some important improvements have been made, 
among which may be mentioned the erection of a commodious and 
substantial ice-house, 50 feet long, 16 feet wide, and 16 feet high, for 
the use of the several institutions on this island ; raising and sheath- 
ing, inside and outside, of a building 47 feet x 19 feet, with two wings, 
each 17x12 ; likewise a building 100 feet x 31 feet, underneath which 
has been built two cellars, each 40 feet long, 26 feet wide, and 8 feet 
6 inches high, which are intended to be used for the storing of vege- 
tables and provisions. With the exception of two, all the buildings 
connected with this Institution, nineteen in number, are now in good 
condition, being provided with good stone foimdations and tin roofs, 
and preparations are now being made to repair the two aforesaid. 



m 

Among the recommendations made by me to your Honorable Board 
in my last report, were, that supplies of rubble stone be sent here 
from BlackweU's Island when practicable, in order to facilitate the 
work going on on this island, and the adoption of iron cots, instead 
of the iron bedsteads with straw mattresses then in use. I am 
happy to state that both recommendations were promptly acquiesced 
in — the stone being furnished as needed, and two buildings being al- 
ready supplied with iron cots. 

Owing to the limited dock facilities at the southern end of the 
island all the coal needed for the two institutions located there, had 
to be unloaded at this dock, the consequence of which was, that 
teams have to be engaged in drawing the coal from this yard to 
those institutions as needed. The teams could be more profitably 
employed were it not for this drawback, and I would, therefore, 
again set before your Honorable Board the necessity of either 
extending the dock now used by those institutions, or building a dock 
on the southeastern shore. 

In compliance with the resolution of your Honorable Board, 
dated June 14th, 1879, all requisitions from Hart's Island Hospital 
and Branch Lunatic Asylum for labor have been promptly met. 

No elopements took place during the year — a very gratifying 
circumstance to relate — which may be attributed to the presence of 
a Water Guard who was appointed July 12th on my recommendation. 

The supplies necessary for the proper maintenance and well-being 
of the Institution and its inmates have been promptly furnished. 

The health of the inmates has been good, no deaths having oc- 
curred during the year. Dr. A. B. Heath, Assistant Physician at 
Hart's Island Hospital, attended to their medical wants daily. 

Rev. Father Michel and Rev. Marinus Willett attended to the 
spiritual necessities of their respective denominations.

Sir. — The Tenth Annual Eeport of City Cemetery is respectfully 
submitted. 

The tabulated statement appended shows a total of 2,381 bodies 
interred, of which 15 were interred in separate graves, and 5 in 
" Soldiers' Plot." Twenty-five disinterments took place during the 
year, for removal to private cemeteries, such disinterments being 
made on Board of Health permits endorsed by the Department. 

The fact that the majority of male help at Branch Work-house 
were employed at Branch Lunatic Asylum and New Pavilion pre- 
vented much progress being made in reclaiming ground to render it 
fit for burial purposes. 

Reno Post, No. 44, G. A. R., as usual, visited the Cemetery on 
"Decoration Day," accompanied by a number of invited guests, 
among whom were Commissioners Brennan and Hess, and Messrs. 
John E. Flagler and Robert M. Hedden — Hon. Silas Dutcher being 
the orator on the occasion.

Sir. — ^I have the honor to submit the Third Annual Beport of fluB 
Institution. 

1 take the opportunity to explain, very briefly, for the purposes of 
information and record, the origin, growth, and gradual organization 
of the Asylum. 

On May 31st, 1877, your Honorable Board, compelled to devise 
some means to relieve, in part at least, the overcrowded Asylum on 
Blackwell's Island, directed that four of the pavilions on the north- 
erly end of the island, forming a part of the Branch Work-house, be 
emptied and prepared for the reception of insane women. 

On June 23d of the same year, 50 patients were transferred to 
these buildings, and were followed by 25 more on the 3d of the fol- 
lowing July, and on October 10th of the same year 20 more were 
sent. 

Dr. J. S. Christison, who accompanied those first transferred, 
remained in professional charge until July 13th, when he was relieved 
by Dr. Geo. W. Fuller, who continued on duty until September 17th, 
1877. At this date Dr. Armaud Dufloo, then Besident Physician to 
Hart's Island Hospital, took the patients under his professional 
charge, and continued their care until October 5th, 1878. 

During all this time Mr. L. Dunphy, Warden of the Branch Work- 
house, had acted as Warden of the Branch Asylum. 

The patients on January 1st, 1878, numbered 88. 

On the said October 5th, 1878, a large new pavilion, situated at the 
southerly end of the island, having approached near to completion, 
and 70 more patients being shortly expected, it was deemed advis- 
able to have the undivided services of a medical man for the growing 
Asylum, and Dr. Wm. W. Jackson was appointed, with the title of 
Besident Physician. 
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On the 6th of December, 30 patients ftrrived from Blaokwell's 
Island, and on the 9th, 40 more. These, with 4 previously received to 
fill vacancies in pavilions at the northerly end of the island, and the 
88 remaining on the first of the year, made the total on January 1st, 
.1879, one hundred and sixty-two. 

On the fifth of the last said month, Dr. Wm. W. Jackson was 
transferred by your Hon. Board, to another field Of professional 
labor, and your subscriber was appointed Medical Superintendent of 
this Institution. 

As already stated, the number of patients on January 1, 1879, 
was 162. There were admitted during the year, 87. Total under 
treatment, 249. The discharges, transfers and deaths during the 
year numbered 19. The number remaining January 1, 1880, is 230. 

Appended to this report will be foimd in tabulated form, many 
more items of information, but, as our patients have all been recently 
received from and reported by another institution, no attempt has 
been made to present complete statistics. 

Inasmuch as the patients selected for transfer to this Institution 
are usually supposed to have little or no prospect of recovery, our 
past as well as near future statistics must chronicle very few curative 
results of treatment That the tables attached to this report show 
two patients discharged well, argues error in prognosis rather than 
intentional liberality. 

As our patients during the year herein treated of, were mostly 
impaired as to vitality, by chronic disease, it is satisfactory to know 
that the deaths numbered but 15, or 6.02 per cent, of the total num- 
ber under treatment, or 8.15 per cent, of the average number resident. 

There were but two patients transferred from the Institution 
during the year, and these were both returned to Blackwell's Island 
by order of your Hon. Board, upon application of friends. 

SUICIDAL. 
Our unpartitioned pavilions, with their guarded windows, per- 
haps furnish, with one exception, the safest possible accommodation 
for our numerous suicidal patients. At all hours of the day and 
night the eyes of the attendants can be upon all patients save the 
few who at any given moment may be in the dining-room, pantry or 
water closets, which places are expected to receive particular atten- 
tion. The one exception to safety alluded to is the stoves used for 
heating purposes. 
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No Berious suicidal attempt has been made during the year, saTe 
in the following case, in which the intejit was doubtful. A demented 
woman swallowed a teaspoon which lodged in the outlet of the 
stomach (pylorus), caused ulceration in the intestine leading there- 
from (duodenum), escaped into the cavity of the abdomen, and setup 
peritonitis which caused her death. The earlier symptoms bothered 
exact diagnosii^, but autopsy revealed the unsuspected spoon in the 
cavity of the pelvis, close fellow with a darning needle. 

There has been no important accident among the patients, nor 
any serious injury from violence. 

From every form of epidemic disease our locality has been entirely 
free. Indeed, the environment of salt water, the absence of every- 
thing like a fresh water stream, the deep sandy loam soil, through 
which surface water passes with great rapidity, the conformity of the 
surface which tends to rapid drainage, all combine to make this 
island a residence of peculiar healthfulness in all respects save its 
bleakness. 

EESTEAINT. 

Although many of our patients have lately been tenants of the 
Lodge or Retreat on Blackwell's Island, all have been, through 
gratifying possibility and absolute necessity, cared for without our 
having a single room for seclusion, a single stationary chair for 
control, or restraining apparatus of any kind other than a few 
seldom used camisoles. 

EELIGIOUS SEEVICES. 

The attendance upon these services has been very disadvan- 
tageously restricted by the limited chapel accommodation, and the 
satisfaction of the participants uniformly impaired by the odors and 
noises from the kitchen. A board partition insufficiently separates 
the two rooms. The odors of sanctity and cabbage are unfairly ad- 
mixed. The melodeon's music is outmatched bv that of the cook's 
coal-scuttle, and the invocations of the preacher and the profligate 
commingling rise. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

Checkers and dominoes, and a very limited supply of books and 
papers have, thus far, afforded all we could accomplish in this way. 
It is much to be regretted, however, that daily newspapers and 
pictorials are not obtainable to any liberal extent. The number of 
these annually destroyed by a single family would be of incalculable 
value to our patients. 
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WOEK. 

Knitting, sewing, bed-making, sweeping, scrubbing and dining- 
room work, in the wards and kitchen, helping and care of men's 
dormitories (all under supervision of attendants) have furnished 
quieting occupation and healthful exercise to our patients. 

There have been knit 873 pairs of socks and stockings ; new 
articles made have numbered 4959 ; articles repaired, 4937. The 
total of articles made and mended during the year was 10,769. 

WALKING. 

Twice a day, in all suitable weather, the patients have been 
taken out to walk ; and when the temperature has permitted, they 
have spent much time sitting under the trees, in pleasant spots^ 
enjoying the extensive water prospects, and watching the movements 
of steamboats and sailing craft, always so abundantly visible on the 
Sound. 

SEA BATHING. 

This has been ventured upon to a small extent, greatly to the 
delight of the patients indulged. They have been taken about 20 in 
a company, to a semicircular, sandy and very gradually sloping beach, 
where five attendants entered the water with them ; one attendant 
keeping watch on the shore, and a guard-boat, containing two men, 
stationed outside the bathing line, in about six feet of water. Bath- 
ing suits wer^ made in the pavilions. 

NEW PAVILION, No. 2. 

On April 23, the second new pavilion, then about completed, 
was opened and occupied by 81 patients from "The HilL" The 
remainder of the Hill patients were placed in New Pavilion, No. 1, 
increasing the number of its inmates to 81. The four hill pavilions 
thus vacated, were turned over by order of your Hon. Board, to 
Hart's Island Hospital, in exchange for two large old pavilions on 
the lower part of the island. 

NEW KITCHEN. 

The spacious kitchen under Pavilion No. 2, was put into opera- 
tion on the day the pavilion was opened. The range with its three 
fire places, three ovens and large boiler has worked well. The tank 
erected outside the kitchen has proved itself able to supply the 
range boiler, but, owing to its small size, much vigilance is required 
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to keep it supplied with water. The two 60 gallon cauldrons for 
boiling soups, tea, coffee, &c., have done good work, but a 90 gaDon 
one should now be added on account of the great increase in nmnbei 
to be cooked for. 

CHIMNEY. 

In my second quarterly report I made mention of the great need 
of a chimney for the kitchen fires and others which would soon be in 
use, and stated that the single and tortuous flue (the only one,) was 
already overtasked by five fires. Some time afterwards a foundation 
. was laid for such chimney, but no further progress has been made. 
I regard this as a pressing necessity. 

STOEE EOOM. 

This adjoins the kitchen ; is large, light and airy. Goods began 
to be placed in it first on March 7th, but, from want of fixtures, it 
did not get into regular working order until near the time of opening 
the pavilion. Lator, bins, shelves and counters have systemaidzed 
its operations. 

CISTEEN. 

A lai^e rain-water cistern near, and for the use of Pavilion No. 2, 
was completed early in the summer ; the eaves, troughs and leaders 
placed to catch and conduct its supply ; also a Cowing pump, pipes, 
and other appliances, to secure the transmission of the water to the 
tank. 

OLD PAVILIONS. 

Towards the close of April, two old pavilions, each about 21 feet 
by 200 feet, were turned over by Hart's Island Hospital to this In- 
stitution, to be put into condition for the reception of 150 patients. 
Two little closet-like structures, connected with these, covering each 
a well, one bath-tub, and two water-closets, being not only useless 
but objectionable, were taken down and the plumbing fixtures laid 
aside for future use. The wells were cleaned out and the walls built 
higher. The underpinning of these pavilions, which was badly crip- 
pled by decay, was removed, the buildings raised to a level, and their 
proper supporting safely accomplished. New roof coverings were 
put on, and some of the flooring replaced. The plan embraced the 
division of each pavilion into two wards of 100 feet each, and the 
addition to each of a building to contain commodious bath room, 
water-closets, tank and heater. One of these pavilions was finished 
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at the close of August, and, on the 6th of September, 70 patients 
were received into it. The other pavilion will soon be ready. Dining 
rooms are imperatively needed for these pavilions if they are to be 
long used for the insane. 

NEW PAVILION. 

A third new pavilion, in many respects like the two lately com- 
pleted, but much improved in some material respects, has been 
begun, the foundation being in progress. The basement of this 
structure is to be of brick, and the walls carried sufficiently high to 
make a complete story to be used for many imperative purposes. In- 
deed, it will be, sanitarily, better fitted for accommodation of patients 
than is the lower story of Blackwell's Island Institution. The^uper- 
structure will be of wood. It will be divided into two wards, each 
with its separate bath room and water-closets, but having a common 
dining room. The plan embraces two small wings, to be divided into 
twelve rooms for patients, a most important advantage over the other 
pavihons. 

ENCLOSING UNDEE PAVILION No. 2. 

This work has been nearly completed, and in a space not originally 
intended to be utilized, but to be partially buried in grading, have 
been made three rooms for the Supervisors' use, viz : a bed-room, 
sitting-room and store-room ; also three rooms for unpaid male help, 
viz : two dormitories and a dining-room. The enclosure embraces 
also a large space for rough storage, and a space for the principal 
refrigerator, &c. 

WATEK GUAGES. 

Two of these, fitted with brass stop-cocks, have been connected, 
one with the tank which supplies the kitchen boiler, and the other 
with the hot water tank in Pavilion No. 1. These are for the safety 
of the heating fixtures. Pavilion No. 2, having a different arrange- 
ment of tanks, should be furnished with a dial guage. 

TKEES. 

One hundred deciduous trees, embracing many varieties, have 
been planted about the grounds. 

SEWEEAGE. 

The sewerage of the two old Pavilions was formerly very defective, 
and was but little improved when these buildings underwent repair. 
There is no trap- of any kind connected with the plumbing. The 
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sewerage of the two new Pavilions was, for a time, still worse, 
of the intervention of a masoned trap between each Pavilion and 
shore. These traps were absolute storage places, each capable of 
holding about a cart-load of sewage, which, but for them, would 
have escaped through the sewer mouths. However useful such traps 
might be with large volumes of water passing through them, tliey 
were vastly worse than useless here, and have been removed, and the 
ends of the pipe connected. In a letter which I addressed to your 
Honorable Board, on August 15th last, I set forth these defects, and 
made statements and recommendations, some of which I quote : 

" The water-closet in each new pavilion receives in two troughs the de- 
jections from eighty-six persons. This sewage is washed out of sight by 
relatively small quantities of water from two faucets, each of about |-inch 
calibre. No leaden traps are placed close under these troughs to retain the 
last flow of water and prevent the sewer gas from escaping into the build- 
ing. The * plugs,' intended to produce this effect, must necessarily be fre- 
quently withdrawn, and, through forgetfulness or the interference of 
patients, these are often out for considerable periods of time. The waste 
pipes unite in a conmion sewer pipe, which, midway in its course to the 
shore, is interrupted, so to speak, by a masoned trap. 

" The exhalations from the trap contents, though not blown, float slowly 
and steadily back into the building, while, probably, the very imperfectly 
washed communicating pipe adds its share to the poison. No practicable 
amount of assiduity can keep the trap entirely free from accumulation. 

" Larger streams of water should be conducted to the troughs. All roof 
water not at present utilized should be gathered and conducted into the 
sewer pipes at points as near their origin as practicable. 

" As to the water supply , I would state that the amounts now delivered 
into the tanks of these Pavilions at times exhaust the two cisterns, and 
reduce the well water to three feet of depth. At the time of writing this, 
the depth of water in one cistern is 10 inches; in the other, 2 feet 1 inch; 
and in the well, 3 feet 1 inch, (with about three hours pumping yet to be 
done). This pumping is now accomplished by one Work-house man; 
sometimes by two. The water thus supplied to the Pavilions gives enough 
to answer the uses made of it, and would be sufficient for ordinary necessi- 
ties, exclusive of ivater closets, but the demands of efficient sewerage through 
such long pipes cannot be met with existing appliances. 

"I would recommend, as I have heretofore done informally, that the sea 
water which surrounds us should be used in our water closet troughs, and 
be kept continually running in such quantities as would cause an uninter- 
mitting flow at each sewer outlet. 

"I may be permitted to suggest that a reservoir might be constructed 
upon the Hill, which, filled with water from the Soimd by a proper pump, 
would be able to supply every building upon the Island, and be, further, of 
incalculable value in case of fire," 
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tJpon report of your Supervising Engineer hereupon, your Honor- 
able Board sent up a Bteam pump and appliances for raising water 
from the Sound. When this pump shall be fairly in operation, as 
proposed, a great and needed sanitary advance will have been made. 

On March 6th, Walter A. Newman, M.D., was appointed Assistant 
Physician. He had previously held a corresponding position in the 
Asylum on Blackwell's Island. His geniality, capability and ex- 
perience have made his services very valuable to our patients and 
satisfactory to me. 

On September 27th, Mrs. Theresa McLoughlin, for nearly two 
and a half years an attendant at the Blackwell's Island Asylum, was 
appointed Supervisor at this Institution. She has labored faithfully 
and well. 

♦ Our attendants, a large proportion of whom had experience among 
the insane before coming here, have, with two or three exceptions, 
been faithful and earnest in their arduous and responsible work. 

Rev. Marinus Willett, a Department Chaplain, and Rev. Father 
Michel have administered to our people in public and in private. 

Gratefully acknowledging the steady support of your Honorable 
Board during the year now closed.

Many peculiar cases have been bo fully illustrated 
I to enable the surgeon who reads the histories of such cases to 
pderstand the miuute details and changes produced by the special 
reatment used much more clearly than would be possible by a mere 
ritten description. These illustrated histories of condition, treat- 
pent and results must of necessity be invaluable as studies in the 
iture treatment of hospital cases of like character. 
I The gallery continues to be often visited by sui'geons of the Depart- 
lent when about to perform some important or rare operation, in 
■ to learn whether any similar cases may have been photo- 
led through which they may understand more fully the methods 
ed and the results obtained. 
[ As one of the agents for the relief of human suffering and a means 
f which the best methods of speedy recovery are recorded, photog- 
[phy now occupies an important place, and it must be a source of 
a little gratification to those who were its first advocates to know 
lat their wisdom has been acknowledged by the recent establish- 
int of like features in the hospitals of other cities in our own and 



I The old methods of illustrating disease, apparatus and treatment 
f hand-drawing is fast becoming obsolete. No draftsman has on 
eye as true as the camera, or a pencil as steady and exact in its lines 
as the beams of light which traces the image on the sensitive plate. 
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The Medical profession of New York and the especial Department 
of the City Government under your Honorable Board may well take 
pride in the fact of having been the pioneers of this important work. 

The work of photographing the unknown dead at the Morgue has 
become so well known that the collection thus formed is in almost 
constant requisition by those in search of missing friends, and there 
are strong reasons for believing that this feature of the Department 
work exerts a restraining influence upon the criminal classes who 
may well fear some of the tales which dead men now tell through 
the pictures made in the Morgue. Unknown victims of crime are no 
longer quietly hidden from sight or easily forgotten. Their faces 
are always visible, waiting for recognition and testimony.

They have not only enabled us to minister to their actual wants 
and daily needs, but have also given them many holiday pleasures. 
So that these httle orphan children have learned, like the dear ones 
in our own homes, to look forward to the happy Thanksgiving and 
the joyful Christmas time ; to anticipate the delightful Summer excur- 
sion, and the pleasant visit to our great Annual Exhibition. 

Their young lives are thus brightened, and when in after years 
they enter upon the cares and duties of life, their hearts will turn 
with happy memories to this home of their childhood, and will, we 
trust, be lifted in grateful thanks to the Father of all, who has influ- 
enced His children tu establish and support this Institution. 

The year has passed without unusual or exciting incident We 
continue to lament our inability to care for children under two 
years of age, and hope the time may not be far distant when our 
income will enable us to enlarge our building and organize an Infant 
Nursery. 

The general health of the children haa been good ; the few cases of 
serious illness have yielded, with but three exceptions, to the treat- 
ment of our skiUful physician. 

We have each year to acknowledge veiy many acceptable 
donations, also the very efficient aid of the Flushing Sewing Society, 
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Rutherford Place, and of the Society of 'St. Thomas' Church. 
Were we obliged to purchase the articles donated, or to pay for the 
making of the hundreds of garments necessary for these chUdren, 
it would add a large item to our yearly expenditure. 

On the 29th of August, by invitation of Mr. Bichard H. Greene, 
our large family of children, in company with those of other institu- 
tions, were taken on an excursion up the Hudson, to Alpine Grove, 
Mr. John H. Starin generously furnishing the use of his barge and 
granting the liberty of his grove. 

September 9th, forty-three of our Nursery children — ^two carriage 
loads — ^were treated to a pleasant ride to the north end of the island, 
by Mr. Wm. H. Eamsear, General Manager and Secretary of " Old 
Gentlemen's Home," East 120th Street. 

In October, 115 of our largest children were permitted to visit the 
American Institute Fair, and the Museums in the Park, by invitation 
of Mr. J. W. Barnes.

Sib. — ^The Managers of the Colored Home present the Thirty- 
ximth Annual Keport of that Institution. 

There has been no change in the Board of Man^ement during the 
jear past ; the Angel of Death has passed ua by, leaving us, we 
trust, with renewed determination and strength, to continue this 
work in the cause of suffering humanity. 

Every Department of the Home has been well looked after, and a 
joat economy observed ; when it could consistently be doue, within 
the limits of the treasury, an increase of comforts have been added, 
for which the inmates testify their gratitude. 

We return thanks for the general prosperity of the Institution. 
Owing to a reduction in the prices of supplies of all kinds, the 
Treasurer is able to report a balance in the treasury, which lifts ua 
from the impoverished condition in which the close of the year has 
generally found us, and we are, to a certain extent, prepared for the 
various contingencies which we are constantly called upon to meet- 
Tbe past year the Institution has been comparatively free from the 
burden of assessments on our property, which have hitherto borne 
Bo heavily on us. We have, however, at present in prospect a heavy 
tax of this kind, which we can not hope to keep off for more than a 
few months at the farthest. We sincerely hope that this honest 
statement of onr financial affairs will not be misunderstood or 
turned to our disadvantage, so that we shall be passed by in the 
distribution of favors. 

The Colored Home, although for the moment relieved from the 
embarraBBment of debt, is still far from being above want ; the old 



buildings of the Institution, which are onlj kept comfortable b; the 
constant oatlay of monej for repairs, epeak for themselves ; and in 
many other ways the opportunities for doing good are very muoli 
hampered for want of means. 

We think that the name of the Institution fails to indicate tha 
breadth and extent of the work done there. The Home ia intanded 
for all classes of destitute colored people. It is not only, as it is 
freqoently supposed, intended for the afjed. which would of itself bs 
a commendable work, but it also includes a lying-in department aui 
general hospital for all diseases which are not contagious, besides 
giving an asylum, and taking care of a lai^e number of incui'ableB, 
who pass years of suffering beneath its roof. The most pleasaul 
part of the Borne work ia to pass through the wards where the old 
people are ; a few kind words of sympathy and condolence, or a tei 
moments spent in reading, is a great comfort, and helps them to belt 
more easily the heavy burden of life, which often extends into tlu 
ninetieth, and sometimes into the hundredth year of their existenca 
They all look comfortable, and in most cases express gratitude foi 
the blessings of the "Home," Of course we are prepared to find 
among them all shades of character, still some of these old peopk 
are saints on earth, so humble and so patient ; " waiting," as 
8sy, "to be sent for, to the Home on High." 

The need of a Colored Hospital in the city is well understood b; 

those who know anything of this peculiar people ; it is not Offl 
venient for other city hospitals to take colored patients, and it 
done in comparatively few instances. 

Gousumption in its various forms seems especially to mark tl 
colored race for its victims ; there are always a large proportion 
this class of patients, lingering for months, and frequently for yeai 
in the Home hospitaL 

The ladies of the Fruit and Flower Mission have been very kill 
in trying to put a little brightness into the lives of these p« 
sniferers, still more comforts and delicacies for tha sick woald I 
very acceptable. 

The Managers of the Home make it a rule to keep pace with tfc( 
income in all improvements which they may desire to make ; t!i: 
year, being a little less straightened, they felt warranted in d< 
what has long been felt to be an urgent neoesaity. A capabla ai

We have b«eii fortunate in securing the services of a cop* 
^entiouB woman, and a great deal has been done toward inereaaing 
a comforts of the patients. The gentlemen composing the Medical 
boncil, who so kindly volunteer their services, can testify to the 
tiouB and delicate surgical operations snccessfully performed at 
le every year. The larj^e percentage of those who entirely 
»vQr and return to their various humble avocations, we think speidt 
%11 for the good nursing and nutritious food provided for them

I The necessity for sustaining this charity will be recognized by all 
weonable and humane people ; it is the only Institution of the kind 
^ the city intended for colored persons. 

[ The Home is an old and thoroughly tested charitable institution, 
jich has grown with the growth of the city. It was established 
rty years ago, by some well-known benevolent ladies, whose atten- 
loil had been called to the misery and suffering of the poor and sick 

"Sored people of New York. 
I At the present time over three hundred destitute and sick persons 
provided for at the Home ; during the summer months, the 
mber falls off to about two hundred. 
I Xt is not our intention to turn this report into an appeal, but it is 
»s8ary for the existence of the Institution that it should be under- 
md by the benevolent public, that it does not receive from the 
Commissioners of Public Charities, anything like a sufficient allow- 
ance for its support. The Managers have repeatedly ui^ed upon 
the Comihissioners the propriety of putting the Colored Home and 
Hospital on a footing with other charitable institutions of the City, 
doing the same kind of work, in their various branches. As yet we 
have failed in convinciug them of the reasonableness of our request, 
we hope from year to year, that justice will assert itself, and that a 
proportionate allowance of the public funds will yet be given this 
unpretending charity which we represent. 

From financial affairs of the Home, we turn with pleasure to the 
moral and spiritual part of our work. 

A kind but firm discipline is maintained by the Superintendent, 
which has an excellent moral effect on the inmates. lu gathering 
together all classeu of people in the Home, as well as in any other 






J 
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asylum, there are evils which we woald like to avoid ; still we feel 
sure that the Colored Home has been an agency for good, and a 
reformatory for many who have sought a refuge under its roof. 

The impressionable nature of colored people make them peculiarly 
alive to religious truths, and under the circumstances in which they 
come to the Home, houseless, wea^ and sick, they are easily ap- 
proached with kind words, and they quickly take in the bright and 
blessed thought that there is hope and a place in heaven for such as 
they. 

We refrain from mentioning any of the cases of undoubted conve^ 
sion which have been reported to us ; but we can not question the 
testimony of dying lips, any more than we can doubt the reality of a 
profession that is followed by an entire reformation of life. 

Our excellent chaplain, the Kev. Mr. Horton, reports that during 
the ten years of his ministerial work at the Home, it has been his 
privilege, in the way of preaching and personal conversation, to 
communicate with six thousand souls ; thirteen hundred of these 
have passed to their final account ; a goodly number, he believes, died 
at peace with their Maker and Judge. 

In our homes, constantly surrounded by family cares and objects 
to divert and interest us, we can scarcely realize the monotony of 
the lives of the inmates of the Home, or how much any little effort 
to divert them is appreciated. To those whose lives have been only 
a succession of toil and care and who know nothing about luxuries, 
a very small treat gives pleasure and satisfaction. 

The Strawberry and Christmas Festivals, provided by the Managers 
and a few outside friends, are hailed with childish delight; they 
begin thinking and talking of them weeks beforehand. It is really 
touching to see their humble efforts to appear respectable on these 
occasions ; very many of the inmates have known better days ; the 
faded Sunday dress, which has been worn from time to time, is 
brought out and carefully and tenderly brushed and made ready, 
sometimes the addition of some long-treasured object of ill-assorted 
finery may provoke a smile, which is quickly repressed by the tender 
thought, " they have done their best." 

The festival consists of a substantial feast, which is tastefully a^ 
ranged by some of the men who, in their more prosperous days, hare 
been caterers, or waiters in respectable families. After all have par- 
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taken freely of the good things, of which there is an abuiidance, and 
a cup of tea or coffee has served to cheer their hearts, a few pleasant 
words from the chaplain or some other gentleman present, is a signal 
for more general merriment ; greetings are exchanged, and harmless 
jokes indulged in; the liberal and promiscuous rendering of the 
English language making them sometimes irresistible. Songs of 
praise are devoutly sung, interspersed with old plantation refrains 
and ditties, which they pour forth with all the pathos of their 
musical natures. All seem pleased and happy; after a suitable 
length of time a short prayer is said by the Chaplain and the people 
retire to their different wards, chatting by the way of the good time 
they have had. 

During the Summer a picnic was gotten up by the Chaplain, for 
the older, and, as he says, " stai;id-by " members of the Home. Mr. 
Horton, at his residence in Harlem, has sufficient grounds for an 
out-of-door entertainment, to which we wish it was oftener in our 
power to treat the people. 

The Managers fully appreciate Mr. Horton's efforts to give some of 
the Home people a little touch of sunshine ; we can wish him nothing 
better than that it may be reflected back into his own heart, and 
that he may be long spared to break the " Bread of Life " to the 
Home congregation. 

As we have not the names of the friends who provided conveyances 
to take the inmates to and from the picnic, or of those who kindly 
furnished the table with substantial and luxuries, we can only 
inclu.le them in our general return of thanks for all favors and con- 
sideration granted to the Home during the past year. 
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REPOKT OF THE EESIDENT PHTSICJIAN. 

At the close of another year it again becomes my duty to Bubmit 
the Annual Beport of the Colored Home. 

The number of admissions during the year, especially to the Hot- ' 
pital Department, has been somewhat less than faereto£ora 

The diseases treated have been in the main of a chronic nature, 
and of a necessarily fatal character in many instances. 

The Managers, having fdlt the need of a more reliable and intelli- 
gent care of the sick in the female Hospital ward than we have 
hitherto had, have, during the past year, secured the services of a 
nurse, Miss Battey, who performs the service with ability and 
fideKty. 

I send herewith the usual tables showing the number of admis- 
sions, discharges, and deaths ; the diseases treated ; and the diseases 
causing death. 

Drs. Arthur H. Leary, the House Physician ; and W. H. Harison, 

the Assistant, are faithful and assiduous in their attention to the 

patients.
